To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 


I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Public  Health  and  Port  Health  Authority  Services  in  the  County 
Borough  and  Port  of  Sunderland  for  the  year  1961. 

The  general  health  of  the  community  was  good,  the  birth 
rate  remaining  steady  and  the  death  rate  falling  lower  than 
ever  before.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  the  lowest  yet 
recorded  and  there  was  at  last  a  reduction  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  cancer.  On  the  other  hand  the  number  of  deaths  from 
heart  disease  reached  its  highest  peak  for  10  years. 

During  the  year  attention  was  drawn  to  the  inadequacy  of 
the  fourteen  Child  Welfare  Clinics 'and  a  plan  to  replace  grad¬ 
ually  the  old  premises  by  new  buildings  was  adopted.  This  plan 
took  cognisance  of  the  additional  five  School  Clinics  as  the 
pattern  for  the  future  will  be  the  provision  of  combined  clinics. 
These  combined  clinics  will  house  both  public  health  and  school 
health  services  and  in  certain  instances  will  provide  facilities 
for  general  medical  practitioners*  surgeries  in  a  less  ambitious 
manner  than  in  the  existing  Health  Centre. 

The  first  phase  of  a  new  combined  clinic  was  opened  in 
October  at  Hylton  Castle  and  a  dental  wing  will  be  added  next 
year.  Also  north  of  the  river,  premises  were  purchased  at 
Pulwell  and  these  will  be  adapted  to  provide  accommodation  for 
the  Local  Authority’s  various  clinical  services.  At  the  Health 
Centre  a  chiropody  unit  was  opened  in  June  and  requests  for 
treatment  quickly  became  so  numerous  that  it  will  be  necessary 
to  expand  the  service  and  provide  additional  chiropody  units. 

The  continually  increasing  demand  made  upon  the  Ambulance 
Service  was  recognised  and  it  was  decided  to  increase  the 
establishment  of  men  and  vehicles.  In  addition  both  the  plan 
and  site  of  a  new  ambulance  depot  were  approved  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health.  - 

In  accordance  with  proposals  made  under  the  Mental  Health 
Act,  1959,  two  suitable  buildings  were  acquired  for  use  as 
Hostels  for  mentally  ill  persons,  one  for  females  and  one  for 
males.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  construction  of  the 
Humbledon  Training  Centre  for  mentally  defective  persons 
commenced. 

Slum  Clearance  again  progressed  within  the  limits  permitted 
by  the  speed  of  re-housing,  and  two  further  areas  were  completed 
during  the  period,  the  Bramwell  Street  Area  and  the  Sheep  folds 
Area.  These  areas  comprised  a  total  of  391  dwelling  houses  and 
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necessitated  the  re-housing  of  some  794  families.  Both  areas 
were  dealt  with  by  means  of  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders,  the 
Sheepfolds  Order  having  been  confirmed  by  the  Minister,  whilst 
the  confirmation  of  the  Bramwell  Street  Area  is  still  awaited. 

With  regard  to  atmospheric  pollution  two  Smoke  Control 
Orders  became  operative  and  affected  677  domestic  and  139  in¬ 
dustrial  premises.  It  was  also  decided  to  carry  out  preliminary 
survey  work  on  areas  involving  a  further  16,000  houses  when  an 
assurance  was  received  that  suitable  open  fire  smokeless  fuel 
would  be  available  in  adequate  supply.  Industrial  undertakings 
continued  to  reduce  the  emission  of  smoke  or  grit  by  installing 
modern  firing  equipment  or  using  alternative  fuels. 

The  work  of  the  Port  Health  Authority  continues  to  include 
amongst  its  many  other  duties  routine  sampling  of  specimens  to 
keep  under  surveillance  the  the  degree  of  beach  and  river  poll¬ 
ution  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Committee  over  two 
years  ago.  During  the  year  the  first  stage  of  the  scheme  to 
clear  sewer  effluents  from  beaches  and  river  was  submitted  for 
approval  to  the  relevant  Ministry. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  and  to  my 
colleagues  in  other  fields  of  Local  Government  and  the  National 
Health  Service  for  their  help  in  work  of  mutual  interest. : I  am 
grateful  to  the  staffs  of  H,M.; Customs  &  Excise,  River  Wear 
Commissioners,  H.M.  Coastguard,  Sunderland  Pilotage  Authority, 
River  Wear  Police  and  Shipping  Agents  for  their  valuable 
assistance.  It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  acknowledge  and 
record  the  loyal  and  excellent  service  afforded  me  by  my  own 
staff  upon  whom  I  can  rely  with  complete  confidence.

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AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

Throughout  the  year,  the  demands  on  the  service  have  con¬ 
tinued  to  increase,  over  9%  more  patients  being  carried  than  in 
1960.  The  mileage  travelled  by  the  fleet  has  also  risen  by 
nearly  the  same  percentage.

The  patient/mile  ratio  has  risen  to  3.47  compared  with 
last  years  figure  of  3.04,  an  increase  of  nearly  14%. 

The  increase  in  this  ratio  is  partly  due  to  the  provision 
of  night  transport  for  midwives  in  connection  with  the  night 
duty  rota  scheme  introduced  towards  the  end  of  1960.  3,923 
calls  were  received  for  midwives  and  transport  supplied  in 
2,496  cases,  the  remainder  being  made  by  other  modes  of  convey¬ 
ance  (midwives  own  cars  etc. ). 

Prior  to  the  night  rota  scheme,  conveyance  was  supplied  in 
928  cases  only  in  the  preceding  year. 

A  Premature  Infant  incubator  is  kept  in  readiness  at  the 
Ambulance  Depot  for  the  safe  conveyance  of  Premature  Babies 
and  this  was  required  13  times  during  the  year. 

At  the  beginning  of  July,  a  rota  call  system  was  estab¬ 
lished  for  the  Mental  Welfare  Service,  enabling  the  Ment&l 
Welfare  Officer  on  duty  to  be  readily  contacted  after  office 
hours,  his  whereabouts  being  constantly  known  at  the  Ambulance 
Depot.  This  new  service  has  been  most  successful. 

Maintenance  and  repair  of  all  vehicles  was  carried  out  at 
the  Central  Repair  Depot,  Wheatsheaf.  Normal  servicing  and 
greasing  was  carried  out  at  Eden  Vale  Ambulance  Depot.  Each 
vehicle  was  given  four  3  monthly  inspections  at  the  former 
depot,  and  a  further  580  miscellaneous  repairs  were  carried 
out  on  the  fleet  in  the  same  period. 

During  the  period  under  review  all  vehicles  (16)  were  re¬ 
equipped  with  VHP. radio  telephone  equipment  on  the  new  frequency 
channel  166.3  m/cs/171.1  M/cs.  Further  to  this  the  Remote  Control 
Unit  and  Fixed  Station  were  replaced  and  alterations  carried  out 
to  the  existing  aerial  mast.

At  31st  December,  1961,  the  staff  consisted  of  1  Superin¬ 
tendent,  1  Deputy  Superintendent  and  26  Health  Visitors. 

1  Health  Visitor  acts  as  a  full-time  Almoner  at  the 
Special  Clinic  of  the  Royal  Infirmary  and  1  Health  Visitor  is 
seconded  to  Geriatric  Unit  at  The  General  Hospital, 

The  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  is  a  member  of  the  Comm¬ 
ittee,  in  connection  with  the  Joint  Circular  from  the  Home 
Office,  Ministiy  of  Health  and  Ministry  of  Education  regarding 
children  neglected  in  their  own  homes. 

Post-graduate  courses  were  attended  by  four  Health  Visitors 
during  the  year.

82  Student  Nurses  from  the  General  Hospital  and  Royal  Infirm¬ 
ary  attended  the  Health  Office  in  groups  and  were  given  a  talk  by 
the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  before  accompanying  a  Health 
Visitor  on  to  the  district.  The  object  is  to  give  these  students 
an  insight  into  the  various  duties  of  a  Health  Visitor. 

Liaison  Scheme  Between  the  Health  Visitors  and  the  General 
Practitioners. 

This  Scheme  introduced  in  July  1959,  was  continued  during 
the  year  under  review. 

Health  Visitors  continue  to  call  upon  the  General  Practi¬ 
tioners  in  their  areas  regularly.  In  most  cases  this  arrangement 
is  working  smoothly.  One  Health  Visitor  attends  a  weekly  Clinic 
for  Ante-natal  mothers  and  Mothers  and  Babies  at  a  General  Prac¬ 
titioners  Surgery. 

78  fecial  visits  were  made  by  Health  Visitors  at  the 
request  of  General  Practitioners. 

Co-ordinating  Committee. 

This  Committee  meets  as  the  need  arises.  One  meeting  was 
held  during  the  year  under  review.  Day  to  day  contact  with  other 
departments  concerned  with  the  question  of  problem  families,  has 
again  proved  of  great  value. 

During  their  regular  routine  visiting  of  children  under 
five  years  of  age,  the  Health  Visitors  pay  special  attention  to 
children  living  in  unsatisfactory  conditions  and  those  who  could 
be  described  as  being  members  of  problem  families.  They  also 
visit  mothers  and  children  who  are  in  the  temporary  accommodation 
of  the  Welfare  Department. 

In  Service  Training. 

Films,  talks  and  discussions  were  held  throughout  the  year. 
Health  Visitors  received  lectures  and  practical  training  in  the 
"Ascertainment  of  Deafness  in  Pre-school  children**  from  the 
Lecturer  in  Clinical  Audiology,  Manchester  University,  in 
September.  Since,  then,  routine  screening  tests  havee  been 
carried  out  on  babies  aged  6-7  months.  An  "At  Risk**  register 
is  now  kept. 
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Home  accidents. 

During  the  year  under  review  59  such  accidents  involving 
children  under  5  years  of  age  were  reported  to  this  Department 
compared  with  77  the  previous  year.

A  special  Committee  composed  of  Chief  Officers  and  represent¬ 
atives  of  outside  organisations,  meets  at  intervals  with  the  gen¬ 
eral  object  of  fostering  and  co-ordinating  home  safety  measures 
in  the  Borough,  making  arrangements  for  giving  advice  and  infor¬ 
mation  on  Home  Safety,  prevention  of  accidents  in  the  home  and  to 
initiate  Home  Safety  Campaigns.  Ihis  Committee  is  under  the  gen¬ 
eral  direction  of  the  Council. 

Diphtheria  Irmiiisiisation. 

There  were  four  weekly  sessions  devoted  to  Diphtheria  etc. , 
Immunisation  and  Vaccination,  one  at  Newcastle  Road  Centre,  one 
at  the  Health  Centre,  and  one  at  the  Home  Nursing  Service,  Murton 
Street,  and  one  at  Hylton  Castle  Clinic.  In  addition  to  these 
sessions,  vaccinations  and  immunisations  were  performed  each 
month  at  the  Child  Welfare  sessions  on  the  outlying  estates, 
viz.,  Southwick,  Pennywell,  Thomey  Close  and  Ford. 

Routine  propaganda  was  continued  throughout  the  year. 

No  notifications  of  diphtheria  were  received  during  the 

year.

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Prom  the  second  quarter  of  1961,  4th  vaccinations  were 
offered  to  children  between  5-12  years;  1,087  children  received 
4th  vaccinations  at  Local  Authority  clinics,  and  6, 130  at 
General  Practitioners  surgeries. 

In  addition  to  the  above  32  Nursing  and  Expectant  Mothers 
and  1,700  persons  bom  since  1921  were  given  three  injections 
by  Local  Authority  Medical  Officers.  During  the  year  4,412  re¬ 
cord  cards  were  received  from  General  Practitioners  in  respect 
of  persons  who  had  received  three  injections  (including  1,389 
pre-school  children  in  above  table).

Domiciliary  Midwives  continued  to  **follow-up”  cases  dis¬ 
charged  from  the  Sunderland  Maternity  Hospital  before  completion 
of  the  puerperium  and  during  the  year  1, 400  cases  were  referred 
for  nursing  and  “follow-up”  visits.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year, 
there  was  a  marked  trend  towards  an  earlier  discharge  of  cases 
from  hospital.  This  resulted  in  additional  nursing  visits. 

Nidwives*  Ante-Natal  Sessions. 

In  addition  to  ten  sessions  held  weekly  in  local  authority 
clinics,  ante-natal  work  has  been  carried  out  at  11  specially 
adapted  council  houses  where  midwives  are  in  residence.  These 
houses  have  an  annexe  equipped  as  an  examination  room  and 
waiting  accommodation. 

Mothercraft  and.  Relaxation  Classes. 

These  Classes  were  held  regularly  throughout  the  year  at 
two  centres:-

Hie  Alderman  J.  Cohen  Health  Centre  and  Victoria  House, 
Murton  Street.  A  class  was  begun  in  December,  1961,  at  the 
newly  built  Hylton  Castle  Clinic.  The  classes  were  conducted 
by  a  Physiotherapist  or  a  Midwife  who  has  attended  the  approved 
course  in  parentcraft. 

General. 

Maternity  outfits  are  issued  weekly  at  the  Health  Office  on 
presentation  of  a  form  duly  signed  by  the  midwife  at  Midwives 
Clinic  who  is  booked  for  delivery  and  they  are  usually  supplied 
when  the  patient  is  36  weeks  pregnant. 

Although  the  establishment  of  midwives  was  never  attained 
during  the  year  there  was  an  improvement  in  recruitment. 
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Domiciliary  Midwifery  Staff  Meetings  have  been  held  throughr 
out  the  year  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  items  of  interest  as 
new  drugs,  rules  and  new  methods  etc. ,  conducive  to  the  efficient 
operation  of  the  service. 

Lectures  and  Films  have  been  given  as  part  of  an  in-service 
training  programme. 

Post  Graduate  Courses  were  attended  by  the  Non  Medical 
Supervisor,  the  Deputy  Non  Medical  Supervisor  and  four 
Domiciliary  Midwives  during  the  year. 

Co-operation  continues  with  the  Maternity  Hospital  regard¬ 
ing  the  selection  of  cases  for  Hospital  delivery  on  social 
grounds. 

122  cases  were  visited  by  Health  Visitors  during  the  year 
and  reports  were  sent  to  the  Hospital  or  General  Practitioner 
concerned.

Defaulters  from  Hospital  Ante-natal  Clinics  were  reported 
to  the  Health  Department  and  home  visits  were  made  by  the  Non 
Medical  Supervisor  or  her  Deputy. 

Night  Rota  l^stem. 

The  system  continues  to  operate  in  conjunction  with  the 
Ambulance  Service.  A  Midwife  is  on  call  one  week  in  four  from 
V  p.m.  until  8  a. m.  followed  by  an  "‘off  duty*^  period  of  four 
nights  and  three  days.  A  midwife  on  night  duty  continued  to 
conduct  her  own  ante-natal  clinic  on  one  afternoon.  The  midwives 
are  unanimous  in  their  appreciation  of  the  definite  hours  of 
'"on  and  off**  duty. 

Maternity  Liaison  Committee. 

The  Sunderland  Area  Maternity  Liaison  Committee  formed  in 
1960  to  co-ordinate  the  Maternity  Services  in  Sunderland  and 
District  continued  actively  throughout  the  year.  Much  valuable 
discussion  took  place  at  the  Meetings  and  reports  with  recommen¬ 
dations  were  forwarded  to  the  various  bodies  represented.  The 
Local  Authority  representatives  introduced  an  Obstetric  record 
card  for  domiciliary  cases  and  after  approval  by  the  members  of 
the  Liaison  Committee,  it  was  put  into  use  in  October,  1961. 
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The  card  is  given  to  the  patient,  when  she  first  books  and  is 
produced  at  each  ante-natal  examination  for  an  entry  by  the 
General  Practitioner  Obstetrician  or  Midwife  or  Hospital.  The 
card  is  retained  by  the  patient  until  her  final  post  natal 
examination,  when  it  is  handed  to  the  General  Practitioner  for 
filing  with  her  medical  record. 

The  Health  Committee  and  Regional  Hospital  Board  approved 
a  recommendation  by  the  Liaison  Committee  that  a  lecture  be  given 
to  Midwives  of  the  area  twice  a  year.  Professor  Sir  Andrew  Clay 
accepted  an  invitation  to  give  the  first  in  November,  In  order 
that  all  Midwives  could  attend,  the  lecture  was  given  morning 
and  afternoon. 

Transport  of  Midwives. 

Midwives  who  use  their  own  cars  on  duty  are  classified  as 
“dasual  users**  and  given  a  mileage  allowance.  A  Taxi  may  be 
called  upon  in  an  emergency.

Sunderland  Second  Period  Training  School. 

The  Second  period  training  of  pupil  midwives  continued 
throughout  the  year. 

Seven  Domiciliary  Midwives  are  approved  as  District  Teach¬ 
ing  Midwives. 

6  pupils  completed  the  training  and  were  successful  in 
obtaining  their  certificates  at  the  first  attempt. 

The  Non-Medical  Supervisor  of  Midwives  gave  talks  to  groups 
of  74  Senior  Student  Nurses  from  both  the  General  Hospital  and 
the  Royal  Infirmary  and  subsequently  the  Students  were  allowed 
to  accompany  the  midwives  on  their  rounds. 
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Premature  Infants. 

There  were  332  notifications  of  premature  live  births  rec¬ 
eived  of  cases  resident  in  the  County  Borough. 

146  of  this  number  were  bom  at  home,  and  with  the  exception 
of  37  transferred  to  Hospital,  were  nursed  entirely  at  home. 

No  Neonatal  deaths  occurred  in  those  infants  nursed  at  home. 

An  Oxygenaire  incubator  is  used  for  the  transport  of  babies 
to  Hospital.  All  midwifery  and  ambulance  personnel  were  given  a 
talk  and  practical  demonstration  on  the  use  of  this  apparatus. 

The  Ambulance  Service  takes  the  incubator  to  the  home  on  receipt 
of  a  call  from  the  General  Practitioner  or  Midwife. 

Sudden  Deaths.

Registration  of  Nursing  Homes. 

There  are  no  Nursing  Homes  on  the  Register.  No  unregistered 
homes  were  discovered  during  the  year  and  no  applications  for 
registration  were  received. 

Day  Nurseries. 

There  were  two  Day  Nurseries  operating  during  the  year. 

The  average  daily  attendance  at  Thompson  Park  Nursery  of 
children  from  0-2  years  was  9.32  and  of  children  from  2-5  years 
39.01., 

The  average  dally  attendance  at  Elms  West  Nursery  of  chil¬ 
dren  from  0.'2  years  was  15.3  and  of  children  2-5  years  was 
28.  26. 

One  candidate  entered  for  the  examination  of  the  National 
Nursery  Examination  Board  and  was  successful  in  obtaining  the 
certificate  at  the  first  attempt. 

Post  Graduate  Courses  were  attended  by  the  Matron'  of  each 
Day  Nursery, 

Nurseries  and  Child  Minder’ s  Acts,  1948. 

No  applications  for  registration  were  received  during  the 
year  and  there  is  only  one  registered  home  at  which  5  children 
attend. 
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Blind  Persons  Act. 

Visits  to  partially  blind  persons  on  the  register  were  car 
ried  out  by  the  Health  Visitors  during  the  year. 


INCIDENCE  OF  BLINDNESS 

During  the  twelve  months  from  1st  January  to  31st  December, 

1961,  fortyfeight  forms  BvDv8  were  completed.  Of  these,  four  were 
certified  Not  Blind;  eighteen  were  certified  Blind,  one  of  whom 
was  previously  a  partially  sighted  person  found  to  be  blind  on 
re-examination;  and  twenty-four  were  certified  Partially  Sighted, 
one  of  whom  was  previously  registered  blind  and  on  re-examination 
transferred  to  this  register.  Two  other  Partially  Sighted  cases 
were  re-examined  and  retained  on  the  Partially  Sighted  register. 

Blind  Persons. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  for  the  third  year*  in  succession 
that  no  cases  of  Retrolental  Fibroplasia  were  registered. 

There  was  only  one  child  registered  this  year,  being  a 
female  aged  three  years.  The  cause  of  blindness  was  Glioma, 
both  eyes  have  been  removed  and  she  has  been  fitted  with  false 
eyes.  She  is  an  intelligent  child,  coming  from  a  good  home,  and 
will  go  to  a  Sunshine  Home  later.  She  attends  Hospital  as 
recommended. 

There  were  six  cases  of  blindness  caused  by  Cataracts,  and 
of  these  treatment  was  not  recommended  in  one  case.  Two  cases 
were  recommended  Hospital  Supervision,  one  of  whom  is  attending 
regularly  and  the  other  does  not  wish  to  do  so.  Surgical  treat¬ 
ment  was  recommended  in  two  cases,  one  viho  refused  such  treat¬ 
ment  and  the  other  is  to  undergo  an  operation  early  in  January 

1962.  The  other  case  was  recommended  both  medical  and  surgical 
treatment  but  has  received  neither  yet. 

Three  cases  of  Glaucoma  were  registered  during  the  year, 
one  of  whom  was  recommended  no  treatment.  One  case  was  recomm¬ 
ended  medical  treatment  and  is  reported  to  be  receiving  such 
treatment.  The  remaining  case  was  recommended  Hospital  Super¬ 
vision  and  this  person  is  attending  regularly. 

Other  causes  of  blindness  were: - 

Choroidal  degeneration,  Congenital,  Detachment  of  Retina, 
Injury,  Leutic  Infection,  Macular  degeneration.  Myopia. 
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Treatment  was  not  recommended  in  five  cases.  One  case  who 
was  recommended  medical  treatment  is  receiving  such  treatment 
regularly.  The  other  two  cases  were  recommended  Hospital  super- 
vision  and  are  attending  periodically. 

Two  cases  registered  during  the  year  were  found  to  be  suit¬ 
able  for  a  course  of  Industrial  Rehabilitation.  They  both  went 
to  Torquay  in  April,  one  staying  three  months  and  the  other  two 
months.  Neither  of  them  have  yet  been  found  employment. 

Fourteen  of  the  registered  blind  persons  were  over  the  age 
of  sixty- five  years. 

The  Local  Authority  accepted  financial  responsibilty  for 
one  child  at  Sunshine  Home,  East  Grinstead  and  she  was  admitted 
in  December.

There  were  no  children  registered  during  the  year. 

Fourteen  cases  were  due  to  Cataracts,  and  of  these  one  case 
was  recommended  no  treatment  but  died  during  the  year.  Two  cases 
were  recommended  optical  treatment,  one  of  whom  has  been  supplied 
with  spectacles  and  the  other  not.  One  case  was  recommended  optical 
and  surgical  treatment  and  as  registered  late  in  the  year  has  not 
yet  received  any  treatment.  Surgical  treatment  was  recommended  in 
seven  cases,  four  of  whom  are  still  awaiting  treatment  and  the 
other  three  are  too  ill  to  have  such  treatment.  Hospital  super¬ 
vision  and  surgical  treatment  was  recommended  in  two  cases  and 
while  they  are  attending  Hospital  have  not  yet  received  treatment. 
One  case  was  only  recommended  Hospital  supervision  and  is  reported 
to  attend  when  well  enough  to  do  so. 

Only  one  case  of  Glaucoma  was  registered,  and  was  recommended 
medical  treatment  but  too  ill  to  receive  such  treatment. 

There  were  four  cases  of  Myopia  registered,  three  of  whom 
were  recommended  Hospital  supervision  and  are  attending  period¬ 
ically.  The  other  case  was  recommended  optical  treatment  and 
Hospital  supervision  but  as  registered  late  in  the  year  has  not 
yet  attended  Hospital  or  received  spectacles. 

Other  causes  of  defective  vision  were:- 

Arterio  sclerosis,  choroidal  degeneration.  Congenital, 
Detachment  of  Retina,  Diabetes,  Injury,  Keratitis,  Lime  Bum, 
Macular  degeneration.  Retinitis  pigmentosa,  and  Unknown  causes. 

Two  cases  were  recommended  Hospital  supervision  and  are 
attending  regularly.  Medical  treatment  was  recommended  in  one 
case  and  is  receiving  such  treatment.  One  case  who  was  recomm¬ 
ended  medical  and  optical  treatment  and  Hospital  supervision 
has  been  supplied  with  spectacles  and  is  attending  Hospital  for 
treatment.  Two  cases  recommended  Hospital  supervision  and  medical 
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treatment  have  not  yet  attended  Hospital  for  treatment  as  they 
were  registered  late  in  the  year.  The  remaining  case  was 
recommended  no  treatment. 

Twenty-one  of  the  registered  partially  sighted  persons  wer6 
over  the  age  of  sixty- five  years. 

Home  Nursing. 

The  salient  features  of  the  .work  of  this  service,  are  the 
provision  of  skilled  nursing  care  for  sick  people  at  home  and 
medical  treatment  prescribed  by  the  patient*  s  general  practi¬ 
tioner.  Applications  for  the  services  of  a  nurse  come  from 
general  practitioners  and  from  the  patients  themselves  or  their 
relatives.  The  service  is  also  called  upon  when  patients  dis¬ 
charged  from  hospital  require  further  nursing  at  home. ; Other 
sections  of  the  Public  Health  Department  also  refer  cases. 
Patients  are  visited  as  necessary,  many  of  them  twice  daily, 
and  extremely  ill  patients  requiring  treatment  are  also  visited 
in  the  late  evening.  Nursing  appliances  are  available  on  loan 
to  patients. 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  is  an  approved  school  for  the 
training  of  Student  District  Nurses. 

The  Staff  consists  of  1  Superintendent.  1  Assistant  Super¬ 
intendent,  25  full-time  nurses  including  3  male  nurses,  and  6 
part-time  nurses. 

Six  "contract*’  houses  on  outlying  estates  have  been  alloted 
by  the  Corporation  for  the  accommodation  of  district  nurses. 

The  Service  has  been  operated  on  similar  lines  to  previous 
years  and  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  all  the  demands 
have  been  met.

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A  considerable  proportion  of  the  visits  has  been  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  care  of  elderly  persons,  61,721  of  the  above 
visits  being  of  this  class,  representing  62.  3%  of  the  total 
visits.  The  percentage  of  aged  patients  remaining  on  the  books 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  62.  3%. 

A  portable  hoist  was  purchased  for  use  in  the  homes  of 
heavy  patients  and  it  is  greatly  appreciated  by  nursing  staff, 
patients  and  relatives. 

As  part  of  their  training.  Student  Nurses  from  Sunderland 
Royal  Infirmary  and  Sunderland  General  Hospital  accompanied 
Queen*  s  Nurses  on  a  morning  round  and  afterwards  were  given 
talks  and  shown  films  on  district  nursing  by  administrative 
staff  at  Victoria  House. 

The  Superintendent  attended  a  Conference  of  Training  Home 
Superintendents  in  London  in  October.  She  also  attended  the 
meetings  of  the  North  Eastern  Federation. 

Two  Student  District  Nurses  completed  a  course  of  training 
and  were  successful  in  passing  the  examination  for  the  Roll  of 
Queen*  s  Nurses. 

Pour  Queen*  s  Nurses  attended  Post  Graduate  Refresher  Courses 
during  the  year. 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  amount  of  child 
nursing  carried  out  during  the  year  by  the  District  Nursing 
Service.  There  is  no  special  "Children*  s  Nursing  Unit**.

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HEALTH  EDUCATION 

The  work  of  Health  Education  continued  to  expand  throughout 
the  year.  The  emphasis  in  the  first  quarter  lay  on  vaccination 
against  poliomyelitis. 

This  took  the  form  of  an  organised  propaganda  campaign 
leading  up  to  the  visit  of  a  mobile  clinic  loaned  by  a  pharma¬ 
ceutical  manufacturing  company. 

I 

Posters  were  displayed  at  strategic  points,  stickers  dis¬ 
played  on  public  transport,  ambulances,  staff  cars  etc.,  and 
full  use  was  made  of  local  newspaper  publicity  and  advertising. 

In  addition,  all  schoolchildren  were  issued  with  leaflets  to 
take  home. 

Approximately  1,000  persons  received  their  first  and  second 
injections  at  the  mobile  clinic  and  it  is  gratifying  to  report 
that  the. majority  of  them  returned  to  static  clinics  for  the 
third  injection  when  notified. 

The  opportunity  was  taken  of  asking  attenders  how  they  had 
heard  about  the  mobile  clinic. 

By  far  the  greatest  number  had  read  about  it  in  the  press. 

The  next  largest  section  had  noted  the  details  on  leaflets 
brought  home  by  children.  Those  attending  following  the  reading 
of  posters  were  in  a  minority,  about  equal  to  those  who  had 
“just  dropped  in’'  whilst  passing. 

It  would  seem  that  press  publicity  is  the  most  potent  form 
of  health  education  where  television  facilities  are  not  available. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  staff  continued 
along  the  lines  laid  down  last  year  in  respect  of  Pood  Hygiene. 

The  confirmation  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  necessitated  a  great 
deal  of  education  of  the  public  in  the  acceptance  of  smokeless 
fuels. 

The  Mothers’  Club  at  the  Alderman  Jack  Cohen  Health  Centre 
continues  to  flourish  and  opportunities  were  taken  to  lecture  on 
Community  Mental  Health  to  various  organisations,  all  of  which 
showed  great  interest  in  this  regrettably  controversial  subject. 
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ALDERMAl^  JACK  COHEIV  HEALTH  CEIVTRE 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Section. 

Three  Child  Welfare  Centres  have  been  held  weekly  and  have 
been  well  attended. 

Two  Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held  each  week  attended  by 
Midwives. 

One  Immunisation  weekly  session  at  which  protection  against 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  anallpox  has  been  given.  Ihere  is 
a  notable  increase  in  the  demand  for  immunisation  with  Triple 
Antigen. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  sessions  have  been  held  as  and 
when  reouired. 

(The  figures  for  the  above  have  been  included  in  the 
appropriate  section). 

Facilities  are  available  for  Health  Education  and  Talks  have 
been  given  and  discussions  held  on  a  wide  variety  of  subjects 
supported  by  the  use  of  a  film  projector. 

The  Distribution  Centre  for  Welfare  Foods  has  been  open 
daily. 

During  the  year  a  relaxation  class  was  continued  for 
Expectant  Mothers  who  are  instructed  by  Midwives  who  have 
attended  the  appropriate  course. 

The  Mother*  s  Club  still  functions  with  largely  the  same 
membership.  A  variety  of  films,  talks  and  discussions  have  been 
held  and  personal  problems  dealt  with. 

Interest  has  continued  to  be  shown  in  the  Centre,  visitors 
included  the  Minister  of  Health,  representatives  from  Korea, 
Holland  and  Norway  and  a  party  from  the  Central  Office  of 
Information.  Student  Nurses  have  also  visited  the  Centre  as 
part  of  their  course  of  instruction. 

Pharmacy. 

During  1961,  21,761  prescriptions  were  dispensed  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  instructions  on  14,985  forms  E. C.  10.  Compared  with 
26, 430  prescriptions  for  the  previous  year. 

During  the  year  a  sterile  syringe  and  needle  service  was 
introduced  by  the  Pharmacist  for  use  by  the  Local  Authority 
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staff  and  situated  at  the  Health  Centre.  The  service  has  been  a 
valuable  asset  especially  in  the  *t)oliomyelitis”  vaccination 
sessions  held  at  factories,  shops  and  shipyards. 

The  orders  for  the  supply  of  drugs  and  appliances  are 
referred  to  the  Pharmacist  from  the  various  departments  attached 
to  the  Health  Office. 

General  Practitioners. 

The  five  suites  provided  for  General  Practitioners  have  all 
been  occupied  but  one  General  Practitioner  has  withdrawn. 

The  School  Clinic  have  again  utilised  one  of  the  suites 
which,  in  addition  to  making  more  use  of  the  suites,  also  elimin 
ates  the  necessity  for  children  to  travel  in  to  the  central 
clinic. 

The  Staff  Nurse  employed  by  the  Local  Authority  has  given 
1,523  injections,  1,674  dressings  and  3,378  other  types  of  nur¬ 
sing  treatment  during  the  year  under  review. 

Dental  Section. 

The  high  standard  of  accommodation  and  facilities  provided 
in  the  dental  suite  promote  the  best  interests  of  the  health 
service. 

691  sessions  were  held  for  dental  inspection  and  treatment 
of  school  children  and  pre-school  children,  at  which  198  of  the 
latter  were  treated. 

Provision  of  the  dental  laboratory  in  the  suite  permits 
direct  co-operation  between  the  professional  and  technical  staff 
and  the  following  work  was  completed  at  a  very  high  standard  by 
the  Dental  Technician:  -

Chiropody  Service. 

This  service  was  inaugurated  in  June  of  this  year,  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  Welfare  Committee.  The  Service  is  at  present 
limited  to  old  age  pensioners. 
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A  fully  equipped  chiropody  suite  is  situated  at  the 
Alderman  Jack  Cohen  Health  Centre,  l^ringwell  Road  and  the 
chiropodist  also  visits  the  Welfare  Hostels,  blind  persons  and 
old  people  who  are  unable  to  travel  far  from  home. 

Referrals  are  from  General  Practitioners,  Health  Visitors, 
District  Nurses  etc.,  who  are  supplied  with  pre-paid  postcards, 
appointments  then  being  sent  by  post  to  the  patients  concerned. 
There  is  also  one  session  per  week  devoted  to  an  open  clinic 
where  patients  can  attend  without  an  appointment. 


y^pointments  are  then  made  should  further  treatment  be 
necessary. 

The  success  of  this  clinic  since  its  inception  shows  a 
real  need  for  a  service  of  this  nature  and  the  rate  of  expan¬ 
sion  will  soon  necessitate  the  appointment  of  a  second  chiro¬ 
podist. 


A  charge  of  2/6d  is  made  for  each  attendance.

Meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year  attended  by  General 
Practitioners,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Deputy  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  the  Health  Centre  staff  to  deal  with  domes¬ 
tic  problems  connected  with  the  day  to  day  running  of  the  Centre. 
A  General  Practitioner  has  been  elected  Chairman  and  the  Centre. 
Supervisor  acts  as  Secretary.  These  meetings  have  proved  of  inest¬ 
imable  benefit,  making  for  closer  co-operation  and  ironing  out 
many  difficulties. 


National  Assistance  Act  1948  (Section  47) 

National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act  1951. 

This  Section  deals  with  the  removal  to  suitable  premises  of 
persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  During  the  year  no  cases 
were  removed  under  the  Act. 
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Spastic  Paralysis. 

There  are  50  Borough  cases  of  spastic  paralysis  on  the 
books  at  the  Sunderland  Orthopaedic  and  Accident  Hospital. 

28  of  these  cases  are  below  school  leaving  age.  The  liaison 
in  the  matter  of  treatment  between  the  Sunderland  County 
Borough  and  the  local  Orthopaedic  Service  is  quite  good. 
Facilities  are  available  for  special  teaching  both  by  Home 
Teaching  and  at  Thomfield  Open  Air  School  for  the  cases 
which  are  suitable.  In  addition,  cases  are  occasionally 
referred  to  the  Percy  Hedley  School  for  l^astics  in  Newcastle. 

6  children  were  in  attendance  at  Hiornfield  special 
school  for  physically  handicapped  children. 

7  children  were  in  attendance  at  Residential  Schools 
as  weekly  boarders. 

5  children  attended  Ford  Hall  special  school  for 
educationally  sub- normal  children. 

Mental  Health  Service. 

There  are  16  males  and  32  females  under  statutory  super¬ 
vision,  also  8  males  and  8  females  in  hospital  suffering  from 
cerebral  palsy. 

Ten  of  these  cases  are  in  attendance  at  Training  Centres, 
and  despite  their  limitations,  respond  well  to  occupational 
guidance.  Those  who  are  not  suitable  for  occupation  centre 
training  remain  in  their  own  homes. 

There  are  no  mentally  ill  spastic  sufferers  from  Sunderland 
detained  in  hospitals  provided  solely  for  the  treatment  and 
training  of  this  type  of  patient.

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LIAISON  ARRANGEMENTS 

A  further  expansion  in  liaison  arrangements  with  o^er 
branches  of  the  Health  Service  has  taken  place  in  the  year 
under  review. 

In  the  field  of  Mental  Welfare,  it  is  now  possible  by 
means  of  a  simple  printed  card  for  the  hospital  authority  to 
notify  this  department  whether  or  not  after  care  services  are 
reouired  immediately  the  patient  is  discharged. 

A  meeting  was  held  between  representatives  of  the  Local 
Medical  Committee  and  Health  Department  Medical  Staff  and  proved 
so  successful  that  it  is  hoped  to  make  this  at  least  an  annual 
meeting. 

The  appointments  of  a  consultant  aural  surgeon  and  a  con¬ 
sultant  paediatrician  have  greatly  facilitated  the  treatment 
and  follow  up  of  both  pre-school  and  school  children  and  are 
proving  a  great  benefit  to  all  concerned. 

During  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  under  review,  the 
Health  Visitor  seconded  to  the  Geriatric  Department  of  the 
General  Hospital  was  fully  occupied  in  connection  with  research 
work  for  The  Day  Hospital.  During  this  period  168  treatment 
cases  and  163  controls  were  visited  for  the  purpose  of  medical, 
physical  and  social  assessments. 

Since  June  the  Health  Visitor's  duties  briefly  included: 

Visiting  of  Inpatients  and  following  up  these  cases  on 
discharge  from  the  Hospital  Ward.  Attendance  at  the  Relatives* 
Clinic;  a  dally  visit  to  the  Day  Hospital  where  each  patient  is 
seen;  following  up  *T)ay  Hospital  patients  who  fail  to  attend**. 

The  Guild  of  Help,  acting  for  the  Local  Authority  on  an 
agency  basis  through  its  Tv B- land  Care-ln-Illness  Committees 
can. . by  the  provision  of  home  nursing  requisites  and  nutri¬ 
tional  supplements,  bedding  etc.,  keep  patients  out  of  hospi¬ 
tal  or  facilitate  their  earlier  discharge. 

More  detailed  reference  is  made  elsewhere  in  this  report 
to  the  various  services  and  liaison  arrangements  which  are 
available.  ,

Syphilis. 

Only  two  cases  of  Primary  Syphilis  were  seen  during  the  year. 
One  was  acquired  overseas  and  the  other  in  South  Siields,  but 
unfortunately  the  contact  was  a  visitor  and  was  never  traced. 

Registrations  of  cases  of  Late  Syphilis  were  one  less  than 
in  1960. 

No  cases  of  Infantile  Congenital  Syphilis  were  seen  and  only 
one  of  late  Congenital  ^philis. 

Treatment. 

Has  been  carried  out  as  in  previous  years. 

Gonorrhoea. 

One  more  case  of  gonorrhoea  was  seen  than  in  1960,  and  the 
increase  recorded  in  other  parts  of  the  country  has  not'  affected 
this  area  yet. . 


No  cases  resistant  to  Penicillin  have  been  met  with. 
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Urethritis. 

The  incidence  of  Non  Gonococcal  Urethritis  has  remained  the 
same  during  the  year  as  in  1960. 

Various  preparations  have  been  used  in  treating  these  cases, 
but  no  preparation  has  been  found  to  be  more  efficient  than  the 
others  used.  The  preparations  used  were  Terramycin,  Ledermycin, 
Albamycin  T,  Ilosone  and  in  some  cases  Sulphatriad.  ; 

Visits.  During  the  year,  the  Health  Visitor  (seconded  for 
this  purpose)  made  84  personal  visits,  of  this  number  60  per¬ 
sons  were  contacted  and  24  visits  proved  ineffectual.  As  a  re¬ 
sult  of  these  visits  48  persons  reported  to  the  clinic. 

Ante-natal  Cases.  Of  the  four  cases  carried  over  from  1960 
for  delivery  in  1961,  2  were  discharged  before  delivery,  and  2 
had  normal  deliveries,  (1  Baby  NVD  and  the  other  died  at  2  days 
in  hospital). 

The  total  number  of  ante-natal  mothers  for  the  Borough  for 
1961  was  11.

Modern  drug  treatment  of  tuberculosis  is  enabling  more  and 
more  cases  to  return  in  safety  to  their  old  employment  and  fewer 
cases  require  the  help  of  the  rehabilitation  clinic.  Those  cases* 
however,  that  do  require  help  present  many  difficulties  both  to 
the  medical  staff  and  the  Disablement  Resettlement  Officers. 

Waiting  List. 

There  was  no  waiting  list  for  pulmonary  tuberculosis  beds 
either  at  hospital  or  sanatorium,  and  no  waiting  list  for  the 
Thoracic  Surgical  Unit  at  Seaham. 
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Report  of  the  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee: - 

Although  there  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  complete  control 
of  tuberculosis  is  on  the  way  and  although  the  number  of  appli¬ 
cations  made  to  the  Committee  has  decreased,  it  is  still  a  very 
common  disease  giving  rise  to  personal  and  domestic  problems 
which  require  the  assistance  and  careful  consideration  which 
such  a  body  is  constituted  to  give. 

Cases  are  carefully  and  sympathetically  investigated  and 
the  main  function  of  the  Case  Worker  has  been  to  ensure  that 
the  benefits  which  a  patient  may  be  receiving  or  has  received 
from  Medical  attention,  should  not  be  lost  due  to  adverse 
domestic  circumstances. 

During  the  year  177  applications  have  been  dealt  with  and 
in  addition  to  Statutory  help,  the  Voluntary  fund  has  supple¬ 
mented  in  various  ways. 

23  persons  granted  clothihg 
18  granted  footwear 
10  families  granted  beds  and  bedding 
23  grants  were  made  from  Voluntary  funds 
18  grants  disbursed  from  Save  the  Children  Fund 
4  cases  assisted  through  Benevolent  Funds 
72  patients  received  grants  of  nourishment 
111  families  received  coal 
20  children  received  toys 
£110  was  expended  on  cash  gifts  to  patients  in 
hospital  at  Christmas 

A  Television  set  and  Curtains  were  provided  for  a  ward  at 
Havelock  Hospital  and  help  was  given  with  Christmas  decorations. 

Occupational  Therapy. 

This  Scheme  continues  to  function  very  satisfactorily  and 
patients  look  forward  to  visits  from  the  Therapist.  A  number  of 
new  cases  have  been  contacted  during  the  year.  Samples  of 
patients  work  were  on  Show  at  the  Floral  Exhibition  held  at 
Seabum  in  August. 

Extract  from  Report  of  the  Care  in  Illness  Committee. 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  done  by  this 
Committee  during  the  year,  not  only  in  conjunction  with  the 
Statutory  Authorities,  but  by  grants  administered  through  the 
Guild  of  Help  from  various  Voluntary  Societies  such  as  the 
Sunderland  Convalescent  Fund. 
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The  Committee  is  indebted  to  the  National  Society  for  Cancer 
Relief  for  its  continued  and  generous  assistance  to  cases  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Committee.  Grants  from  this  Society  have  brought 
relief  to  many  homes  and  no  reasonable  request  for  extra  help 
has  been  refused. 

43  new  Cancer  cases  have  come  before  the  Committee  for  con¬ 
sideration  and  in  addition  to  Nourishment,  help  has  been  given 
with  Bedding,  Clothing,  Towels,  Renewal  of  a  Television  Licence, 
Coal,  Debts  and  the  railway  fare  for  a  convalescent  holiday. 

Other  Illnesses. 

Nourishment  has  been  granted  to  84  cases.  Clothing  to  19 
and  Bedding  to  9  cases. 

Grants  have  been  obtained  from  Service  Benevolent  Funds, 
covering  help  with.  Clothing,  Bedding,  Cot  and  Cot  bedding  and 
two  grants  were  obtained  through  the  Priestman  Fund  for  School 
clothing. 

From  special  funds  held  by  the  Guild  of  Help,  assistance 
was  given  to  14  cases  covering  Clothing,  temporary  financial 
assistance.  Bedding  and  a  Pram. 

Seven  mothers  and  10  children  were  enabled  to  have  conval¬ 
escent  holidays  through  the  Sunderland  Convale'scent  Fund. 

There  has  been  a  great  demand  for  home  nursing  equipment 
and  especially  during  the  summer  months,  there  were  many 
requests  for  Invalid  chairs.

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MEIVTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


1961  has  been  the  first  complete  year  of  working  under  the 
new  legislation  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Mental 
Health  Act,  1959. 

The  transition  period  at  the  end  of  1960  revealed  no  undue 
difficulties  and  the  work  has  gone  ahead  smoothly  in  the  year 
under  review,  in  spite  of  being  hampered  by  the  necessity  of 
accommodating  the  staff  in  separate  premises  at  the  Health 
Office  and  Murton  Street.  It  is  hoped  that  this  unsatisfactory 
arrangement  will  shortly  be  resolved. 

The  acceptance  of  the  mentally  ill  as  part  of  the  community 
at  large,  is  still  dependant  on  a  great  deal  of  patient  educa¬ 
tion  of  the  public,  and  though  a  great  deal  of  lip  service  is 
paid  to  this  ideal,  a  fair  amount  of  resistance  and  prejudice 
is  still  encountered.  This  unhappy  situation  was  high-lighted 
by  the  not  inconsiderable  number  of  objections  received  when 
notice  was  given  of  the  proposed  purchase  of  premises  for  use 
as  a  hostel  for  the  mentally  infirm.  Happily,  these  difficulties 
were  overcome  and  the  premises  purchased. 

Lectures  on  mental  health  have  been  given  on  several 
occasions  throughout  the  year  by  the  medical  staff  to  voluntary 
societies  and  professional  bodies  and  have  proved  most 
successful.  In-service  training  and  outside  courses  for  Mental 
Welfare  Officers  have  continued  throughout  the  year. 

The  calls  upon  the  Mental  Health  Service,  especially  in 
regard  to  Mental  Illness,  have  continued  to  increase.  On  several 
occasions,  the  problem  has  been  found  on  investigation  to  be 
outside  the  strict  province  of  mental  health  as  far  as  adminis¬ 
trative  disposal  is  concerned,  but  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that 
the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  have  been  able  and  willing  to  give 
help  and  guidance  and,  where  necessary,  to  contact  the  appro¬ 
priate  departments.  In  this  connection  nine  aged  persons  were 
assisted  in  obtaining  accommodation  in  residential  welfare 
hostels  and  four  were  admitted  to  the  Geriatric  Unit  of  the 
Sunderland  General  Hospital. 

Aged  persons  living  alone,  present  an  ever  increasing  prob¬ 
lem,  many  of  them  having  no  relatives,  or  none  who  are  able  or 
willing  to  look  after  them.  The  circumstances  are  often  such 
that  they  become  a  danger  to  themselves  and  sometimes  to  others. 
It  is  often  most  difficult  to  decide  whether  they  should  be  in 
ordinary  hostel  accommodation  or  thether  they  are  truly 
physically  or  mentally  ill.  The  excellent  co-operation  which 
exists  between  the  Mental  Health  Service  and  the  general 
Welfare  Service,  wiiich  is  outside  the  control  of  the  Medical 
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Officer  of  Health,  goes  a  long  way  in  smoothing  out  these  diffi¬ 
culties  when  they  arise. 

Domestic  problems,  sometimes  relatively  uncomplicated,  are 
an  important  factor  in  precipitating  mental  breakdown  and  a 
little  timely  advice  or  expert  guidance  may  prevent  this.  Social 
work  rightly  continues  to  constitute  the  largest  portion  of  the 
Mental  Welfare  Officer*  s  duties  and  the  necessity  for  this  is 
constantly  increasing.  Hospital  admission  is  only  recommended 
if  absolutely  necessary  in  the  interest  of  the  patient  or  his 
family,  every  effort  being  made  to  keep  the  patient  within  the 
community.  The  mental  welfare  officers  are  available  through¬ 
out  the  day  to  deal  with  problems  and  lend  support  to  patients 
and  their  families,  and  also  after  office  hours  to  deal  with 
matters  of  urgency,  not  necessarily  involving  admission  to 
hospital.  This  service  is  much  appreciated  by  patients  and 
their  relatives.  Regular  observation  and  after  care  is  often 
instrumental  in  preventing  further  breakdown  or  in  detecting 
it  early  enough  to  avert  a  tragedy.  In  the  infrequent  instances 
where  a  patient  absconds  from  hospital,  the  Mental  Welfare 
Officer*  s  knowledge  of  the  patient  and  his  habits  often  enables 
him  to  be  rapidly  located  and  persuaded  to  return  to  hospital 
if  necessary.  Five  such  patients  were  traced  and  returned  to 
hospital  during  the  year. 

In  July,  the  on-call  rota  system  was  modified  to  allow  for 
the  more  rapid  contact  of  the  duty  Mental  Welfare  Officer  by 
General  Practitioners,  Police,  etc.  The  Ambulance  Depot  is 
informed  of  his  whereabouts  at  all  times  and  can  also  receive 
and  hold  messages  on  his  behalf  when  he  is  out  on  a  case.  Ihe 
scheme  also  allows  for  more  latitude  of  movement  on  the  part 
of  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  and  his  family  as  well  as  bene- 
fitting  callers. 

It  is  with  regret  I  have  to  record  the  death  of  our  consul¬ 
tant  psychiatrist  and  Medical  Officer  for  Mental  Health,  Dr.  W. 
Hinds,  whose  understanding,  help  and  guidance  will  be  greatly 
missed  by  our  staff  as  well  as  patients  and  their  families. 

Progress  of  the  Development  of  Mental  Health  Services  under 
the  provisions  of  S. 6  of  the  Mental  Health  Act  (1959)  and 
The  National  Health  Service  Act  (1946). 

Hie  provision  of  residential  accommodation,  for  persons 
suffering  from  mental  disorder  but  who  do  not  require  hospital 
accommodation,  is  now  well  under  way. 

Premises  suitable  for  conversion  into  a  hostel  for  the 
accommodation  of  some  thirty  persons  have  now  been  acquired  on 
the  south  side  of  the  Borough,  and  suitable  accommodation  for 
about  twenty  persons  has  been  acquired  on  the  north  side.  It  is 
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hoped  they  will  be  ready  for  occupation  in  1962.  A  vacant  site 
is  also  available  for  a  third  hostel  if  required  but  it  is  not 
proposed  to  develop  this  until  the  experience  gained  from  oper¬ 
ating  the  first  two  hostels  indicates  the  optimum  mode  of 
development. 

The  Junior  and  Adult  Centres  are  filled  to  capacity  and 
still  in  unsatisfactory  premises,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  new 
centre  will  soon  be  completed.  The  output  of  work  from  the 
Adult  Male  Centre  continues  to  increase  both  in  quantity  and 
quality  and  is  beginning  to  pay  its  way.  Activities  include 
furniture,  toy  and  rug  making,  car  washing  etc. ,  which  provide 
varied  interest  for  the  trainees  some  of  whom  are  becoming 
quite  expert  at  their  work. 

Co-ordination  of  Services. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  co-operation  between  the  gen¬ 
eral  practitioners,  hospital  staff  and  Health  department  remains 
at  a  high  level.  The  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  been 
appointed  to  the  Cherry  Knowle  Hospital  Nurse  Training  Committee 
thus  further  strengthening  the  bonds  between  the  Hospital  and 
Public  Health  Services. 

Bed  Position. 

During  the  year  the  situation  has  become  more  difficult 
both  in  regard  to  the  admission  of  the  mentally  ill  and  the 
severely  sub-normal.  It  has  become  necessary  to  adopt  a  wait¬ 
ing  list  system  at  Cherry  Knowle  Hospital,  admissions  being 
regulated  by  the  degree  of  urgency. 

Care  and  After  Care. 

1718  visits  for  observation  and  investigation  were  made 
by  mental  welfare  officers  and  216  interviews  held  at  the  Health 
Department  in  respect  of  mentally  ill  patients. 

2130  home  visits  and  526  interviews  were  carried  out  in 
respect  of  subnormal  or  severely  subnormal  patients.

Outbreak  of  Salmonella  Typhimurium  -  Phage  Type  9. 

Investigations  by  this  Department  of  notified  cases  of 
Salmonella  Typhimurium  Phage  Type  9  revealed  that  there  was  a 
probability  of  infection  being  spread  by  milk.  The  milk  in 
question  was  Tuberculin  Tested  Farm  Bottled  being  supplied  from 
a  farm  outside  the  Borough  Boundary. 

Our  information  was  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  of  the  district  in  which  the 
farm  was  situated,  and  also  to  the  Veterinary  Investigation 
Centre  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  at 
Newcastle. 

Following  our  report,  the  Ministry  investigated  the  herd 
of  cows  concerned  and  carried  out  tests  to  determine  the  source 
of  the  outbreak.  Appropriate  measures  were  then  taken  to  ensure 
a  milk  supply  which  was  free  from  infection.  No  further  notifi¬ 
cations  of  this  type  of  food  poisoning  were  received.

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Talks  to  traders,  organisations,  etc. ,  continue  to  be  given 
and  many  problems  come  to  light  in  this  way. 

The  Food  Traders  Voluntary  Guild  of  Hygiene,  a  very  active 
body  in  Sunderland  continues  to  play  its  part.  The  Guild  appoints 
its  own  officers  from  the  many  traders  and  functions  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Health  Committee  and  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

During  the  year  special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  en¬ 
forcement  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  with  particular  regard 
to  the  following  premises: - 

Catering  Establishments: 

Inspections  of  these  establishments  were  continued  from  the 
previous  year.  This  year  re-visits  were  made  to  those  establish¬ 
ments  which  had  been  found  not  to  comply  with  the  Regulations. 
These  visits  have  resulted  in  further  general  improvement  espec¬ 
ially  with  regard  to  the  smaller  type  of  premises. 

Total  number  of  Catering  Establishments  133. 

Wet  Fish  Shops: 

Inspections  revealed  that  in  general  a  good  standard  of 
hygiene  was  being  maintained.  There  has  been  a ‘good  measure  of 
co-operation  by  this  Trade  in  order  to  effect  compliance  with 
the  Regulations.

Fried  Fish  Shops: 

A  general  improvement  in  hygiene  has  been  effected.  Diffi¬ 
culties  have  been  met  with  regard  to  the  poor  condition  of  some 
of  the  older  type  of  premises  used  for  this  trade.  Some  of  the 
properties,  however,  will  probably  be  demolished  under  the  Slum 
Clearance  programme.

Greengrocers  Shops: 

Results  have  been  obtained  with  regard  to  cleaning  and  re¬ 
decorating  of  these  premises  and  to  the  provision  of  suitable 
hand  washing  facilities.  The  nature  of  this  trade  and  the  re¬ 
moval  of  trade  waste  presents  difficulty  to  the  shopkeeper. 

Some  improvements  in  this  connection  have  been  effected. 

Total  number  of  Greengrocers  Shops  148. 
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Grocers  and  General  Dealers: 

278  of  these  shops  have  been  inspected  during  the  year. 
Inspections  and  re-visits  are  still  proceeding.  The  larger  type 
of  business  premises  are  able  in  most  cases  to  comply  with  the 
Regulations  without  difficulty.  On  the  other  hand,  the  smaller 
shops  present  many  problems  especially  those  of  a  structural 
nature.  Discussions  of  these  problems  with  owners  and  occupiers 
are  slowly  effecting  a  general  improvement.

In  addition  to  home  killed  mutton  and  pork  carcases, 
approximately  4,000  carcases  of  beef  from  animals  slaughtered 
outside  the  Borough  were  sold  in  the  wholesale  meat  shops.  15 
slaughterhouses  are  licensed  and  five  of  these  premises  are 
used  for  the  wholesale  trade. 

Killing  at  week-ends  and  at  night  is  still  the  rule  in 
many  of  the  slaughterhouses  and  in  most  of  these  premises  it  is 
difficult  to  maintain  a  good  standard  of  hygiene  due  to  lack  of 
space  and  inadequate  facilities. 

These  problems  of  environmental  hygiene  will  be  resolved 
when  the  Public  Abattoir  becomes  ready  for  use  in  November, 

1962;  for  only  in  the  Public  Abattoir,  where  the  slaughter  and 
preparation  of  all  food  animals  is  centralised,  can  the 
principles  of  meat  hygiene  be  applied  efficiently. 

Condemned  meat  and  offal  is  collected  by  a  firm  outside 
the  Borough  and  processed  into  fertilizer.  All  other  food  is 
destroyed  in  the  incinerator  or  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  by  the  Cleansing  Department. 

Bacteriological  Examinations  for  Pathogenic  Organisms. 

Excellent  collaboration  has  been  received  from  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  in  connection  with  the  adoption  of 
bacteriological  aids  in  assessing  the  fitness  or  otherwise  of 
certain  carcases  intended  for  food.  This  service  is  of  the 
greatest  value  in  what  are  known  as  "borderline**  cases  in  which 
there  is  some  suspicion  that  the  animal  was  affected  with  a 
systemic  disease  at  the  time  of  slaughter  and  the  flesh  or 
organs  of  which  might  therefore  be  dangerous  if  consumed. 

Foreign  Matter  in  Foodstuffs: 

A  number  of  cases  relating  to  foreign  matter  in  foodstuffs 
were  investigated.  In  two  cases  legal  proceedings  were  insti¬ 
tuted  and  fines  of  £5  were  imposed  in  each  case,  (see  Legal 
Proceedings).

1  Sample  of  Butter  was  contaminated  with  an  unknown  blue 
dye-stuff.  The  affected  portion  was  removed  and  the  remainder 
passed  fit  for  consumption. 

3  Samples,  2  of  prunes,  and  1  of  Tea  were  contaminated  in 
transit  and  they  were  later  destroyed. 

Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947. 

Ice-Cream  Factories,  Merchants  and  Dealers.  A  high  standard 
of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained  in  all  premises  where  ice¬ 
cream  is  being  manufactured,  stored  and  sold.  Frequent  inspections 
are  made  at  local  factories  during  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream, 
particular  attention  being  paid  to  the  subsequent  cleansing  and 
sterilising  of  equipment  after  use.  There  were  98  samples,  sub¬ 
mitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  87.  7%  were  satisfactory 
compared  with  81.9%  in  1960. 
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The  average  fat  content  of  ice-cream  samples  submitted  for 
chemical  analysis  was  7.92%  compared  with  the  figure  for  1960 
which  was  7. 35%.

The  source  of  supply  remains  unchanged  and  the  qual¬ 
ity  and  quantity  satisfactory.

86  samples  of  water  from  the  town  mains  supply  were  sub¬ 
mitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

Swimming  Baths. 

18  visits  were  made  to  swimming  baths  in  the  Borough,  and 
9  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  baths.  These  samples  were 
satisfactory. 

There  are  3  Public  Swimming  Baths  in  the  Borough,  each  is 
filled  from  the  Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Water  Company 
reservoirs  supplied  by  town  mains.  Continuous  filtration  and 
chlorination  is  carried  out  at  each  of  the  baths  wiiich  are  only 
emptied  when  repairs  are  necessary. 

Samples  of  water  are  taken  during  the  periods  when  the 
baths  are  being  used  to  capacity  and  the  bacteriological  exa¬ 
mination  of  the  samples  shows  that  the  water  is  satisfactory. . 

Adequate  showers  and  footbaths  are  provided  to  reduce  the 
possibility  of  contamination  of  the  baths  by  the  public. 
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Rivers  and  Streams.  As  a  result  of  the  survey  of  river  and 
sea  pollution  action  is  being  taken  for  the  prevention  of  pollu¬ 
tion  of  the  River  Wear  and  the  town  beaches.

Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 

During  1961  two  additional  Smoke  Control  Areas  became 
operative. 

No.  2  area,  comprising  506  premises,  381  of  which  were  dwel¬ 
lings  came  into  operation  on  1st  December,  1961  at  a  total  cost 
of  £7, 161.  14,  8d.  This  area,  an  extension  of  No.  1  Area,  consists 
mainly  of  older  residential  properties  which  were  built  some  60 
to  80  years  ago,  and  whilst  well  maintained  and  in  good  repair, 
had  many  of  the  structural  defects  common  to  houses  built  in  that 
period,  one  of  which  was  that  the  constructional  hearths  did  not 
comply  with  modem  standards.  It  was  found  necessary  to  renew 
these  hearths  in  some  117  fireplaces.  Many  of  these  houses  had 
ten  or  twelve  rooms  and  were  originally  occupied  by  one  family 
with  domestic  staff.  They  were  now  occupied  in  many  instances  by 
six  to  eight  families,  and  as  a  result  many  fireplaces  which  were 
intended  for  use  in  what  were  bedrooms  were  being  used  bvery  day 
in  rooms  now  used  as  living  rooms. 
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There  were  several  instances  where  the  existing  2**  stone 
slab  hearths  were  removed  and  the  timber  underneath  was  found 
to  be  badly  charred,  so  that  apart  from  the  benefits  of  a  Clean 
Air  Zone  a  considerable  number  of  fire  hazards  has  been  removed. 
With  the  use  of  coke  in  modem  appliances  it  is  easy  to  imagine 
the  risk  involved  unless  one  can  be  absolutely  certain  of  the 
efficacy  of  the  constructional  hearth.  Owing  to  the  construction 
of  the  hearth  and  the  fact  that  the  existing  timbers  were 
supporting  chimney  breasts,  thereby  making  their  removal 
dangerous  installation  of  open  fires  was  considered  unsafe,  and 
as  a  result  electric  or  gas  fires  were  installed  in  four  cases. 

No.  4  Area  comprises  some  316  premises  of  which  291  are 
almost  entirely  modem  Council  flats  built  within  the  last  two 
years  with  approved  appliances  and  gas  points  installed.  It  was, 
nevertheless,  found  necessary  to  change  all  the  bottom  grates 
in  order  to  bum  open  fire  smokeless  fuel.  Some  complaints  were 
received  from  occupants  of  these  flats  concerning  the  higher 
cost  of  fuel  but  it  was  discovered  that  many  of  them  had  been 
buying  coal  for  less  than  five  shillings  per  hundredweight, 
there  are  several  colliery  spoil  banks  within  easy  reach  of 
Sunderland  and  men  visit  these  spoil  banks  every  day  and 
recover  coal  which  has  been  tipped  with  the  colliery  spoil. 

This  coal  they  sell  for  an  average  of  five  shillings  per  bag. 
Needless  to  say  that  anyone  who  has  been  buying  coal  at  these 
prices  will  certainly  be  faced  with  higher  fuel  bills  as  it  is 
most  unlikely  that  smokeless  fuel  will  ever  be  available  at 
these  prices. 

The  total  cost  of  works  eligible  for  Grant  was  £182. 15.  2d. 

The  problems  associated  with  the  implementation  of  Smoke 
Control  Orders  in  Sunderland  are  many  and  varied  and  there  still 
appears  to  be  some  doubt  about  adequate  supplies  of  open  fire 
fuel.  We  have  been  assured  that  ample  supplies  are  available 
for  our  next  three  Areas  which  will  cover  over  16,000  dwellings 
and  it  is  estimated  that  we  shall  require  some  43,000  tons  of 
open  fire  coke.  Beyond  this,  however,  the  Northern  Gas  Board  is 
not  prepared  to  commit  itself  on  the  supply  of  fuel. 

As  we  are  in  a  “Black  Area**  the  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  is  prepared  to  allow,  for  the  purpose  of  Grants 
the  installation  of  closed  stoves  for  which  there  are  ample 
supplies  of  fuel  available.  Sunderland*  s  water  supply  is  of  a 
temporary  hard  nature  and  where  a  modern  closed  stove  is 
installed  it  entails  the  removal  of  the  existing  boiler  and 
providing  an  enclosed  hot  water  system  to  replace  the  Existing 
system.  Furthermore,  private  houses  at  present  being  built  are 
having  open  fires  capable  of  burning  open  fire  smokeless  fuel 
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installed  in  compliance  with  the  Bye-laws.  It  would  appear  that 
these  particular  fireplaces  may  be  useless  if  only  ‘liard  coke** 
is  to  be  available,  and  yet  the  owners  of  these  houses  will  not 
be  able  to  recover  part  of  the  cost  of  fitting  a  new  fireplace. 

Sunderland  is  co-operating  with  the  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research  in  a  national  survey  on  air  pollution. 

Five  volumetric  and  smoke  gauges  are  now  in  operation  daily.  When 
the  scheme  is  fully  operative  and  information  from  all  other  towns 
has  been  collated  it  should  be  possible  to  form  a  fairly  accurate 
estimate  of  the  degree  of  pollution  as  compared  with  other  areas 
throughout  the  country.  A  further  volumetric  and  smoke  gauge  is 
being  operated  from  a  site  in  Sunderland  on  behalf  of  the  British 
Iron  and  Steel  Research  Association  who  are  engaged  in  research 
work  on  corrosion  in  steel.

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Drinking  Water  Supply  to  Vessels: 

On  the  18th  May,  1961,  a  complaint  was  received  by  this 
Authority ‘from  the  Master  of  M/Tug  “Grangetown**  referring  to 
the  peculiar  taste  of  the  drinking  water  supplied  on  board. 
Accordingly  two  samples  were  taken  one  from  the  Fresh  water  tap 
in  Galley,  the  other  from  the  fresh  water  tank  forard  and  sub¬ 
mitted  to  bacteriological  examination. 

The  Bacteriologist*  s  Report  stated  CJoli  -  0  per  100  ml 
of  water  ‘Highly  Satisfactory**. 

It  is  probable  that  the  taste  complained  of  was  due  to 
slight  excess  of  chlorine  in  the  water.  This  is  not  harmful  to 
humans. 

FOULING  OF  FRESH  WATER  TANK  -  M/V.  PORTSMOUTH 

The  Ship*  s  Agent  reported  that  while  taking  fuel  oil  on 
board  on  12th  February,  1961,  (Sunday),  the  oil  pipe  from  the 
supplying  tanker  had  been  wrongly  connected  to  the  fresh  water 
supply  pipe  and  a  quantity  of  fuel  oil  had  entered  one  of  the 
fresh  water  tanks.  This  had  resulted  in  considerable  fouling  and 
one  of  the  shiprepairing  establishments  had  been  requested  to 
carry  out  cleansing  measures  which  would  be  satisfactory  to  this 
Authority.  Some  of  the  piping  was  renewed  and  the  remainder 
placed  in  the  furnace  at  the  premises  of  the  aiip-repairers. 

The  attendance  of  an  officer  from  this  Authority  was  requested 
early  the  following  morning  to  inspect  the  tank  previous  to  re¬ 
filling.  On  inspection  oil  was  still  present  and  after  consul¬ 
tation  with  the  Manager  of  the  aiip- repairing  establishment  it 
was  decided  that  an  attempt  should  be  made  to  effect  cleansing 
by  means  of  wire  brushes  and  wet  sand.  After  about  three  hours 
work  no  perceptible  signs  of  fouling  were  present.  Tlie  tank  was, 
therefore,  closed  and  re-filled.  No  further  complaint  of  con¬ 
taminated  water  on  board  the  vessel  has  been  reported. 


SECTION  VI  -  PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SHIPS)  REGULATIONS,  1952. 


Arrangements  are  the  same  as  in  previous  years. 
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S/S  "HEJ^DRIK”,  arrived  from  Aqaba,  Suez,  Susa,  December  18th 
1961,  and  was  boarded  by  the  Deputy  Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  Chief  Inspector.  Vessels  arriving  from  African  ports  are 
treated  as  arriving  from  a  ‘‘suspected**  area  and  all  personnel 
on  board  are  subject  to  a  medical  examination.  Should  no  cases 
of  infectious  disease  be  discovered  an  “all  clear**  certificate 
is  issued  to  H-M- 'Customs  Preventive  Officer  who  then  issues 
“Full  Pratique*\  It  was  found  that  eleven  members  of  the  crew, 
including  two  officers  had  left  the  vessel  soon  after  berthing 
was  completed  and  were,  therefore,  not  present  for  the  medical 
examination.  Both  the  Deputy  Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
Chief  Inspector  waited  on  board  for  some  time  but  the  only  one 
to  return  was  the  second  officer  who  tendered  his  apologies  and 
stated  that  he  was  not  aware  that  his  presence  was  required  on 
board.  The  remaining  members  of  the  crew  who  had  illegally  left' 
the  vessel  were  interviewed  next  day  and  a  variety  of  excuses 
were  put  forward  to  account  for  their  absence;  all  were  warned 
that  any  repetition  of  this  particular  offence  in  this  port 
would  result  in  their  being  prosecuted. 

The  number  of  Declarations  of  Health  rendered  to  the  Port 
Health  Authority  during  the  year  1961  was  145  compared  with  166 
for  the  preceding  year.  One  of  these  Declarations  was  a  notified 
case  of  infectious  disease,  recorded  after  medical  examination 
carried  out  by  the  Deputy  Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  this 
was  found  to  be  a  case  of  German  Measles. 


BOARDING  OP  VESSELS  FROM  FOREIGN  PORTS 

During  the  year  under  review  53  vessels  arriving  direct 
from  foreign  ports  were  met  on  arrival  by  Officers  of  the  Port 
Health  Authority. 

The  majority  of  these  vessels  arrived  from  East  Europe, 
Africa  and  Asia  and  in  most  instances  medical  examination  of 
all  persons  on  board  was  carried  out.  14  Polish  Pishing  vessels 
which  notified  sickness  on  board  by  means  of  Radio  messages,  or 
to  the  Harbour  Authorities  verbally,  were  met  immediately  on 
arrival  and  medical  assistance  given. 

Vessels  arriving  solely  from  Norway,  Denmark,  Sweden  and 
the  nearer  Continental  ports  were  visited  as  soon  as  practicable 
during  normal  working  hours. 

39  vessels  arrived  and  were  boarded  outside  of  normal 
working  hours.

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CASES  LANDED  PROM  SHIPS  FROM  FOREIGN  PORTS 

GERMAN  MEASLES 

M/V.  "HOOCHjAND”,  arrived  from  Rotterdam  25/4/61.  Master 

notified  by  Radio  that  a  member  of  the  crew  had  a  body 
rash  and  had  been  isolated  on  board.  Vessel  was  met 
immediately  on  arrival  by  Deputy  Port  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  Chief  Port  Health  Inspector.  The  Cook  was 
found  to  be  suffering  from  German  Measles  and  as  the 
vessel  was  sailing  next  day  for  Rotterdam  where  he 
resided  it  was  decided  that  he  should  continue  to  be 
isolated  on  board  and  further  medical  attention  sought 
on  arrival  at  Rotterdam. 


CASES  LANDED  FROM  OTHER  SHIPS 
TYPHOID  FEVER 
M/V.  %INDENBANK»»  NEW  VESSEL: 

This  Authority  was  notified  by  the  Health  Authority,  London 
Airport,  that  43  members  of  the  crew  of  the  above  named 
vessel  had  arrived  direct  from  Calcutta,  India  and  were 
apparently  all  well  on  arrival.  On  20th  September,  1961, 
three  days  later  a  General  Practitioner  was  called  to  the 
vessel  to  attend  to  a  sick  member  of  the  Indian  Crew.  The 
patient  was  removed  to  the  General  Hospital  suffering  from 
Pyrexia,  later  his  condition  was  notified  as  Malaria.  On 
the  30th  September  this  Authority  was  notified  that  he 
was  also  suffering  from  Typhoid  Fever.  The  Local  Agents 
were  informed  and  asked  to  notify  the  Owners  who  would  be 
responsible  for  acquainting  the  Master  of  the  vessel  which 
was  then  loading  in  a  Continental  Port. 


ASPHYXIATION 

M/V.  ‘‘SHEAFHOLME”,  arrived  4th  October,  from  Maracaibo  and  Tyne. 
This  vessel  proceeded  to  the  Manor  Quay  to  undergo  repair 
and  only  four  members  of  the  crew  remained  on  board.  :  The 
attention  of  the  Chief  Officer  was  dTawn  to  the  necessity 
for  some  heating  arrangements  to  be  provided  in  the  berths. 
During  a  later  visit  it  was  found  that  oil  stoves' were 
being  used  and  it  was  suggested  that  the  Authority  should 
request  the  Owners  or  firm  responsible  for  the  repairs  to 
install  electric  heating;  the  Chief  Officer  requested  that 
no  action  should  be  taken  and  it  was  then  pointed  out  to 
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him  that  these  heaters  should  not  be  used  in  any  berth 
unless  provision  was  made  for  adequate  ventilation.  It  is 
estimated  that  these  oil  heaters,  when  burning,  consume 
the  same  amount  of  oxygen  as  would  four  adult  persons.  On 
the  29th  November,  the  Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was 
notified  that  a  request  for  an  ambulance  had  been  received 
from  someone  on  the  vessel  which  was  then  lying  at  the 
North  Dock.  When  the  vessel  was  boarded  it  was  found  that 
the  3rd  Officer  had  awakened  during  the  night  gasping  for 
breath,  he  had  staggered  out  on  deck  and  fortunately  had 
been  seen  by  the  Ship*  s  Watchman  who  wrapped  an  overcoat 
around  him  and  then  walked  him  about  in  the  open  air  for 
about  20  -  30  minutes  until  he  was  sufficiently  recovered 
to  be  left  alone  while  the  watchman  summoned  assistance. 

He  was  removed  to  the  Royal  Infirmary  and  later 
allowed  to  proceed  home. 

Later  that  day  the  attention  of  the  Marine  Superin¬ 
tendent  was  drawn  to  the  obvious  danger  of  the  use  of  oil 
stoves  in  berths  where  the  occupants  tended  to  close  both 
portlights  and  door  during  especially  cold  weather. 

Within  a  few  hours  all  of  the  stoves  had  been  removed, 
electric  cables  connected  to  the  supply  ashore  and  small 
electric  fires  installed.  Again  it  was  pointed  out  that 
adequate  ventilation  of  the  berths  must  be  maintained  no 
matter  what  method  of  heating  was  adopted. 

The  attention  of  the  Ship-repairers  was  also  drawn  to 
the  use  of  a  small  coal  burning  stove  in  the  hut  placed  on 
deck  which  is  occupied  by  the  watchman;  they  were  advised 
to  substitute  a  small  electric  fire  now  that  electric 
current  was  available. 

A  later  inspection  revealed  that  an  electric  fire 
had  been  installed  and  the  stove  retained;  it  was  felt  that 
the  above  incident  will  act  as  a  warning  and  the  watchman 
would  be  careful  in  the  tnatter  of  the  adequate  ventilation 
of  the  hut  while  the  stove  was  in  use. 


HEALTH  CONTROL  UNIT  -  LONDON  AIRPORT 

During  the  year  under  review  notification  was  received  from 
the  Senior  Airport  Medical  Officer  that  native  crews  destined  for 
a  number  of  newly  constructed  vessels  in  the  Port  of  Sunderland 
had  arrived  from  Hong  Kong,  Bombay  and  Calcutta.  It  was  stated  in 
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the  notifications  that  "these  seamen  were  seen  on  arrival  and 
appeared  quite  well.  Hieir  vaccination  Certificates  were  in 
order”. 

All  of  these  ports  were,  at  the  time,  scheduled  as  "infected” 
and,  therefore,  the  following  precautions  were  observed.  The 
Agents  for  the  Vessels  were  requested  to  notify  this  Authority 
as  soon  as  the  seamen  arrived  in  the  port  and  the  number  so 
arriving  were  checked  carefully  against  the  list  submitted  by 
the  Health  Control  Unit;  the  vessels  were  visited  and  the  Master' 
requested  to  notify  immediately  to  this  Authority  any  cases  of 
sickness  which  might  occur  among  these  natives. 

Periodical  visits  were  paid  by  officers  of  this  Authority 
to  the  vessels  while  they  remained  in  the  Port.

SECTION  XII  -  MEASURES  AGAINST  RODENTS  IN  SHIPS 

FROM  FOREIGN  PORTS 

As  soon  as  practicable  after  arrival  such  ships  are  system¬ 
atically  searched  by  the  Authority*  s  rodent  operator  under 
the  supervision  of  an  inspector.  All  possible  harbourages 
are  carefully  noted,  also  any  damage  to  cargo  and  stores, 
paying  particular  attention  to  excreta,  gnawings,  runs  and 
smears.  Prom  stem  to  stem  every  compartment  is  minutely 
inspected  and  it  rests  entirely  upon  the  result  of  such 
inspections  as  to  whether  or  not  repressive  measures  are 
undertaken. 

All  rats  submitted  for  bacteriological  or  pathological 
examination  from  such  vessels  are  forwarded  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service,  Havelock  Hospital,  Sunderland. 

1  Black  Rat  and  3  Mice  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  during  the  year  under  review  and 
in  every  instance  they  were  returned  as  “Bacillus  Pestis 
not  found**. 

* 

516  vessels  have  been  searched  for  rats  and/or  their  Deratting 
Certificates  examined  during  the  past  year  compared  with  610  ves¬ 
sels  for  the  corresponding  period  of  1960.  Rat  destruction  was 
carried  out  on  board  of  four  vessels  which  compares  with  same 
figure  for  1960,  resulting  in  the  destruction  of  13  Rats  and  11 
Mice  compared  with  136  Rats  and  11  Mice  for  the  preceding  year. 
Enquiries  as  to  rodent  prevalence  were  also  made  on  board  of 
1,  025  vessels. 
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117  Rats  and  6  Mice  were  destroyed,  principally  by  trapping 
at  Warehouses  and  Wharves  on  the  River  and  Dock  premises,  com¬ 
pared  with  23  Rates  and  27  Mice  for  1960,  making  a  total  of  130 
Rats  and  17  Mice  for  1961,  as  compared  with  159  Rats  and  38  Mice 
for  the  previous  year. 

In  addition  5, 191  poison  baits,  compared  with  844  for  the 
preceding  year  were  laid  by  the  Authority’s  rodent  operators  at 
various  points  where  trapping  was  considered  futile,  the  result 
of  which  cannot  be  properly  estimated.  74  poison  baits  were  also 
laid  on  1  general  cargo  vessel  and  also  on  board  of  one  vessel 
under  construction.  The  tbtal  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  rodent 
operators  to  vessels  during  1961  for  the  purpose  of  rat  destruc¬ 
tion  was  430  and  to  shore  premises  626  as  compared  with  622  visits 
to  vessels  and  1,050  visits  to  shore  premises  during  1960. 

Measures  Taken  to  Prevent  the  Passage  of  Rats  Between  Ships 
and  Shore: 

All  vessels  from  infected  or  suspected  ports  and  all  vessels 
having  signs  of  rat  infestation  are  required  to  place  efficient 
rat  guards  on  all  mooring  ropes.  Where  the  supply  of  rat  guards 
is  insufficient,  the  mooring  ropes  are  to  be  covered  daily  with 
fresh  tar  for  a  distance  of  three  feet  from  the  edge  of  the  quay 
outwards. 

During  the  year  the  Authority  was  without  the  services  of 
a  rodent  operator  for  5^  months  and  visits  in  addition  to  those 
already  enumerated,  had  to  be  paid  to  both  vessels  and  shore 
premises  by  the  inspectors,  especially  when  complaints  of  in¬ 
festation  were  received. 


METHOD  OF  DERATTING 


Ships: 

Fumigation  by  Sulphur  Dioxide  gas,  which  is  generated  by 
burning  3  lbs  Sulphur  to  each  1,000  cubic  feet  of  space  minimum 
time  of  exposure,  2  hours. 

Reference  must  be  made  in  this  report  to  the  co¬ 
operation  which  exists  between  officers  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Food  and  this  Authority  in  connection 
with  the  fumigation  of  vessels;  the  officers  of  the  Ministry 
do  occasionally  decide  that  Methyl -Bromide  would  be  the  most 
suitable  fumigant  from  their  point  of  view  for  the  destruction 
of  insect  life  present  in  the  cargo  spaces.  Where  the  owners  of 
a  vessel  to  be  subject  to  this  measure  notify  this  Authority 
that  they  require  the  issue  of  a  new  Deratting  Certificate, 
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arrangements  are  concluded  for  the  use  of  Methyl -Bromide  in  all 
cargo  spaces  and  any  compartments  showing  signs  in  infestation 
by  rodents.  The  concentration  used  is  generally  16  ozs.  of 
Methyl -Bromide  per  1,000  cubic  feet  of  free  air  space  and  advice 
received  indicates  that  this  concentration  is  also  lethal  to 
rodents.  Careful  search  is  made  after  fumigation  but  so  far  no 
signs  of  live  rodents  have  been  found  on  vessels  so  treated.  A 
Deratting  Certificate  has,  therefore,  been  issued  in  each 
instance. 

Fumigations  are  carried  out  by  commercial  contractors  vdiose 
staff  are  trained  to  comply  with  the  Hydrogen  Cyanide  (Fumigation 
of  Ships)  Regulations,  1951. 

Where  vessels  are  examined  for  the  purpose  of  issuing 
Deratting  or  Deratting  '^Exemption**  Certificates,  any  harbourages, 
runs,  gnawings,  defective  bulkheads  giving  access  to  stores  etc, , 
are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Master  or  Owner,  and  practi¬ 
cable  suggestions  made  for  remedying  same.  Wherever  it  is 
necessary  instructions  are  given  to  see  that  all  pipes  entering 
compartments  are  effectually  fitted  with  collars,  and  steel 
flashings  are  fitted  in  places  where  rodents  may  possibly  enter 
to  eliminate  any  possible  source  of  nesting.  Drainage  holes  in 
the  holds  are  given  careful  attention,  as  these  may  be  of  a 
nature  and  size  to  afford  easy  ingress  and  provide  a  means  of 
future  infestation. 

Deratting  of  Vessel  under  Construction: 

The  builders  of  a  vessel  under  construction  reported  that 
part  of  the  vessel  was  showing  signs  of  infestation  by  rats. 

An  inspection  carried  out  by  the  Rodent  Operator  revealed 
slight  signs  of  infestation  in  the  compartments  aft  and  there¬ 
fore  a  number  of  poison  baits  were  laid. 

The  attention  of  the  builders  was  drawn  to  the  food  scraps 
and  tea  leaves  left  in  these  compartments  by  their  workpeople 
w^ich  were  attracting  the  rodents  and  they  were  advised  to  make 
every  endeavour  to  prevent  any  foodstuffs  being  so  deposited, 

Trapping  and  Laying  of  Poison  Baits. 

Premises  in  the  Vicinity  of  Docks  or  Qpays. 

Trapping  and  the  laying  of  poison  baits  are  the  only  methods 

used. 
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Measures  Taken  for  the  Detection  of  Rat  Prevalence  in  Ships 
and  on  Shore. 

Enquiries  are  made  on  all  vessels  from  the  members  of  the 
crew,  stevedores  and  workmen,  and  where  necessary  a  systematic 
search  for  excreta,  nests,  gnawings,  runs  or  damage  to  cargo 
or  stores  is  made  by  the  Authority*  s  rodent  operator,  under  the 
supervision  of  an  inspector. 

Vessels  discharging  cargoes  are  visited  regularly  for  the 
purposes  of  ascertaining  whether  there  are  any  dead  rats,  or  if 
it  is  necessary  to  set  traps.  All  premises  in  the  port  area  are 
frequently  and  systematically  searched  for  evidence  of  rat 
infestation  by  the  Authority*  s  rodent  operator,  and  where  rat 
infestation  exists,  trapping  and  poisoning  is  carried  out. 


RAT  PROOFING 

T6  What  Extent  are  Docks,  Wharves,  Warehouses  etc. , 

Rat- Proof. 

The  old  wooden  wharves  and  quays  in  the  Port  Area  still 
offer  considerable  harbourages  to  rats,  but,  due  to  the  efforts 
of  this  Authority  over  a  considerable  number  of  years  no  part 
of  the  port  health  district  can  be  said  to  show  any  considerable 
degree  of  infestation.  The  amount  of  timber  of  pit-props  stacked 
in  the  port  area  is  decreasing  year  by  year  and  does  not  now 
present  a  particular  problem.  Periodical  surveys  are  made  of 
Docks,  Wharves,  Warehouses  etc. ,  and  any  suggestions  submitted 
for  efficient  rat-proofing  to  the  Owners  are  carried  out  in 
almost  all  cases. 


THE  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

The  occupants  of  six  riverside  premises  notified  this 
Authority  of  infestation  by  rats;  in  all  cases  the  infestations 
were  slight. 

As  a  result  of  work  carried  out  over  a  few  months  in  each 
case,  a  total  of  29  bodies  of  Brown  Rats  were  recovered. 

In  three  instances  it  was  decided  that  the  infestations 
had  been  satisfactorily  dealt  with  and  accounts  for  the  work 
involved  were  submitted  to  the  Owners.  In  three  other  cases 
deratting  measures  were  still  being  undertaken  at  the  end  of 
the  year  and  accounts  will  be  submitted  in  due  course.

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Included  in  the  number  of  Deratting  “Exemption”  Certificates 
are  24  Deratting  “Exemption”  Certificates  issued  with  respect  to 
vessels  where  construction  was  completed  in  this  port  during  196L 

The  figures  in  the  above  table  also  includes  5  Deratting 
“Exemption”  Certificates  issued  with  respect  to  vessels  lying 
at  the  Port  of  Seaham  Harbour. 

Such  Certificates  are  valid  for  six  months. 

The  amount  of  fees  collected  from  1st  January  -  31st 
December,  1961,  amounted  to  £349.  10.  0. 

Previous  to  the  increase  made  in  the  charges  for  Interna¬ 
tional  Certificates  most  owners  of  vessels  engaged  in  the 
coastwise  trade  preferred  to  have  International  Certificates 
issued  for  each  of  their  vessels.  Since  this  increase  such 
owners  now  request  that  Rodent  Control  Certificates,  which  are 
valid  only  while  the  vessels  are  engaged  on  coastwise  service, 
should  be  issued. 


THE  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  (APPLICATION  TO 
SHIPPING) (AMENDMENT  NO. 2)  ORDER,  1956 


The  above  Order  which  came  into  operation  on  the  9th  April, 
1956,  stated  that  “for  any  inspection  of  a  vessel  made  by  an 
officer  of  a  Port  Health  Authority,  or  Port  Local  Authority  in 
pursuance  of  an  application  for  a  Certificate  of  the  kind  men¬ 
tioned  in  sub-paragraph  (b)(ii)  of  the  last  preceding  paragraph 
the  Authority  may  make  and  receive  from  the  owners  or  master  of 
the  vessel  such  charges  as  may  be  appropriate”.  Such  Certificates 
shall  be  valid  for  a  period  of  four  months. 

During  the  year  Nine  Rodent  Control  Certificates  have  been 
issued  and  the  fees  received  amounted  to  £16.0.0. 


CO-OPERATION  WITH  LOCAL  FIRE  SERVICES  ETC. 

In  every  case  where  a  vessel  is  being  subject  to  Fumigation 
by  HvC.N. ,  CvHv3  B.  R. ,  or  ,S,0.  2. ,  the  appropriate  information  is 
given  to  the  Harbour  Master,  River  Wear  Police  and  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  County  Borough  of  Sunderland  Fire  Brigade. 
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In  consultation  with  the  Harbour  Authorities  it  has  been 
agreed  that  where  HvC.N.  or  CvH.3.B.R.,  is  being  employed  and 
such  Gas  is  present  during  the  hours  of  darkness,  a  red  light 
shall  be  prominently  displayed  on  board.

Out  of  a  total  of  72  vessels  found  to  be  insanitary  9  were 
‘'Foreign  Owned”. 

Of  the  total  of  1,544  vessels  inspected  72  or  4.6%  were 
found  to  have  one  or  more  nuisances  or  sanitary  defects,  com¬ 
posed  for  the  most  part  of  dirty  quarters,  foul  W. Cs,  bilges, 
peak  and  ballast  tanks,  defective  portlights,  defective  stoves 
and  fittings,  leaky  decks,  defective  W.Cs. ,  etc. 

The  percentage  of  British  and  Foreign  Owned  vessels  re¬ 
garded  as  insanitary  was  as  follows: - 

British  5.1%  Foreign  Owned  1.7%. 

With  the  exception  of  2  vessels  which  left  port  before  the 
necessary  work  was  completed,  or  only  partially  completed,  and 
3  vessels  undergoing  refit,  all  the  nuisances  and  defects  were 
remedied.  On  the  1,544  vessels  inspected,  there  were  27,700 
men  living,  being  an  average  of  17.9  men  per  vessel.

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MERCHANT  SHIPPING  (CREWS'  ACCOMMODATION) 

REGULATIONS,  1953 


M/V.  “ANONITY"  arrived  10th  November,  1961,  from  Killingholme. 
A  number  of  the  crew  reported  that  while  the  vessel  is  alongside 
any  oil  wharf  discharging  or  loading  cargo,  the  galley  fire  is, 
under  instructions  issued  by  the  Owners,  extinguished  and  no  hot 
meals  are  served.  The  galley  fires  on  the  majority  of  the  small 
tankers  operated  by  this  particular  company  are  coal  fired  and 
the  instruction  referred  to  above  is  a  safety  precaution  against 
explosion  or  fire.  The  Merchant  Shipping  (Crews'  Accommodation) 
Regulations,  1953,  while  setting  forth  the  requirements  as  to 
lighting,  ventilation,  equipment  etc.  ,  of  ships'  galleys  do  not 
definitely  provide  for  the  serving  of  hot  meals  while  in  port. 

The  complaint  could  not  be  dealt  with  under  public  health 
legislation  and  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Local  Secretary 
of  The  National  Union  of  Seamen  who,  in  turn,  referred  the 
circumstances  to  Headquarters  of  the  Union.  Information  now 
received  indicates  that  the  Owners  are  to  provide  an  electric 
oven  on  board  of  each  of  their  vessels  for  use  while  in  port. 

The  construction  of  24  vessels  was  completed  during  the 
year;  these  ranged  from  about  6, 000  to  18, 000  tons  and  were 
comprised  of  Tankers,  General  Cargo  and  Bulk-Cargo  carrying 
vessels. 

Hie  general  use  of  hard  impervious  materials  in  a  variety 
of  colours  now  used  for  the  lining  of  living  accommodation,  the 
attention  given  to  colour  schemes  in  such  items  as  Curtains, 

Floor  Coverings  and  upholstery  of  furnishings  such  as  Settees, 
all  contributed  to  rendering  a  very  high  standard  of  living 
accommodation  for  both  officers  and  crew. 

New  Vessels. 

I  must  one  again  record  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation 
which  exists  between  the  local  ship-builders  and  this  Authority 
in  the  matter  of  rat-proofing  of  newly  constructed  vessels. 

The  vessels  are  inspected  along  with  a  representative  of 
the  builders  and  suggestions  made  for  efficient  rat-proofing 
wherever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  inspectors,  it  is  desirable. 

On  re-visiting  the  vessels  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  an 
International  Deratting  “Exemption"  Certificate  it  is  found  that 
in  almost  all  instances  the  suggestions  have  been  complied  with. 
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It  has  been  noticed  that  only  on  a  very  small  number  of 
occasions,  have  any  of  these  vessels  on  their  return  to  the 
port,  shown  evidence  of  rat  infestation  and  that  in  almost 
every  case  such  infestation  has  been  due  to  damage  sustained 
which  has  had  the  effect  of  providing  temporary  harbourages. 
This  has  been  rectified  in  all  cases.  It  has  been  found  from 
practical  experience  that  in  the  matter  of  rat-proofing  every 
vessel  must  be  judged  individually,  even  sister  ships  have  been 
found  to  present  problems  exclusive  to  a  particular  vessel  -  it 
is  never  safe  to  generalise. 


THE  CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956,  THE  DARK  SMOKE 
(PERMITTED  PERIODS)  (VESSELS)  REGULATIONS,  1958 


The  attention  of  the  masters  or  owners  of  12  vessels  (4 
oil  and  8  coal  burning)  was  drawn  to  excessive  emissions  of 
smoke  and  as  a  result  the  nuisances  were  abated.  In  one  case 
the  master  reported  that  a  defective  fan  was  being  repaired. 
Three  other  cases  were  reported  upon  concerning  vessels  under 
construction  and  the  attention  of  the  builders  was  drawn  thereto, 
whereupon  the  nuisances  were  abated.  In  each  case  the  emission 
of  smoke  was  due  to  the  lighting  up  of  furnaces  which  were  cold. 


THE  CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956;  THE  DARK  SMOKE 
(PERMITTED  PERIODS)  REGULATIONS,  1958 

The  attention  of  the  owners  of  the  steam  coal  fired  cranes 
at  l^lam  Wharf  was  again  drawn  to  infringements  of  the  above 
Regulations.  It  is  understood  that  an  endeavour  will  be  made  to 
burn  some  form  of  smokeless  fuel. 

The  attention  of  the  Manager,  of  a  shipyard,  was  drawn  to 
a  prolonged  emission  of  dark  smoke  from  the  funnel  of  a  vertical 
boiler  which  had  been  placed  on  the  quay  alongside  the  dry-dock 
to  supply  steam  to  a  vessel  which  was  undergoing  repairs. 

The  owners  of  the  dock-yard  obtained  a  supply  of  fuel  from 
another  source  and  no  further  cause  for  complaint  arose. 

The  attention  of  a  firm  at  North  Dock,  was  drawn  to  emissions 
of  black  smoke  from  the  chimney  of  their  boiler  house. 

Copies  of  the  previously  mentioned  leaflets  were  also 
forwarded  to  the  owners  of  these  premises. 
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SECTION  XIV 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SHELL-FISH)  REGULATIONS  1934  &  1948 

The  Regulations  refer  to  the  gathering  and  sale  for  human 
consumption  of  shell- fish  which  may  be  infected. 

There  are  no  layings,  private  or  public,  within  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  this  Authority.  Indescriminate  gathering  of  shell¬ 
fish  from  quay  walls,  piers  and  rocks  still  continues,  presumably 
for  the  purpose  of  bait.  There  is  no  control  over  the  gatherers, 
and  possibly  some  of  the  shell-fish  is  consumed.  When  it  is 
realised  that  the  River  contains  the  effluent  of  crude  untreated 
sewage,  it  must  be  obvious  that  such  shell- fish  is  polluted  and 
dangerous  for  human  consumption.

Arrangements  for  the  Burial  on  Siore  of  Persons  who  have 
died  on  Board  Ship  from  Infectious  Disease. 

Dead  bodies  brought  into  the  Port  by  Slip  are  examined  on 
board  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  then  ordered 
to  be  removed  to  the  mortuary  at  the  General  Hospital  to  await 
the  necessary  inquest.

Approximately  8  cwts 
of  Wheat,  residue  from  cargo  discharged  at  Leith  were,  with  the 
consent  of  H.  M- Customs  &  Excise,  sold  to  a  farmer,  for  use 
solely  as  feeding  stuffs. 
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THE  FOREIGN  HAY  &  STRAW  ORDER,  1912 

The  Masters  of  two  vessels  which  arrived  from  Holland  to 
discharge  cargoes  of  Dutch  Onions,  were  notified  that  the  straw 
used  during  stowage  of  the  cargoes  must  be  retained  on  board. 
The  Wharfingers  were  requested  to  gather  up  and  incinerate  an 
amount  of  straw  which  was  inadvertedly  brought  ashore  during 
discharging  operations.

During  the  year  under  review  foodstuffs,  which  were  later 
converted  into  Animal  Feeding  stuffs  were  removed  from  eight 
vessels. 

On  board  of  six  vessels,  foodstuffs  which  had  been  rejected 
and  were  unfit  for  human  consumption  were,  on  representations 
being  made  by  the  Owners  or  Local  Agents,  destroyed  on  board 
after  due  notice  had  been  given  to  H.M, ! Customs  &  Excise 
(Waterguard) ,  under  the  supervision  of  officers  of  this 
Authority. 

On  board  of  one  vessel  The  Ministry  of  Transport'  (Inspector 
of  Ships*  Provisions)  notified  this  Authority  that  he  had  re¬ 
jected  as  ‘*unfit  for  Slip’s  use”  136  x  10  ozs.  Tins  of  skimmed 
condensed  Milk.  It  was  agreed  with  the  Local  Ship*  s  Agent  that 
this  milk  should  be  returned  to  the  original  supplier  at  Dartmouth. 
Under  the  Ministry  of  Transport  Regulations  the  use  of  Skimmed 
Condensed  Milk  as  part  of  Ships*  Provisions  is  prohibited. 
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THE  FOOD  HYGIENE  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS,  1960 

The  attention  of  the  owners  of  four  premises  was  drawn  to 
a  number  of  complaints  regarding  the  necessity  of  painting  and 
lack  of  cleanliness  of  premises  and  other  infringements  of  the 
above  act.  All  requirements  were  complied  with. 

Two  samples  of  prepacked  potatoes  were  forwarded  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  for  Bateriological  Examination, 
both  showed  slight  signs  of  contamination.  No  organisms  of  the 
Salmon el lae  Group  were  found.

THE  FOOD  HYGIENE 

(DOCKS,  CARRIERS  ETC. )  REGULATIONS,  1960 

The  premises  to  which  the  above  Regulations  apply  in  the 
Port  Area  are  mainly,  Corporation  Quay  Warehouse,  Pish  Quay, 
Transit  Shed  and  Home  Line  Wharf,  South  Dock. 

Other  Wharves  or  Quays  may  be  scheduled  for  the  reception 
of  Pood  Cargoes  as  the  necessity  arises. 


DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1950 

M/V.  ‘‘NYANZA”  arrived  from  East  African  ports  23rd  June, 

1961.  Previous  notification  had  been  received  from  the  Local 
Agents  that  two  Giraffes,  intended  for  Edinburgh  Zoo,  were 
on  board  and  would  be  landed  at  this  port.  This  information  was 
passed  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood  (Animal 
Health  Division)  Durham,  with  whom  close  liaison  was  maintained. 

On  arrival  of  the  vessel  it  was  learned  that  one  of  the 
Giraffes  had  died  a  few  hours  before  and  facilities  were 
afforded  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Pood  veter¬ 
inary  surgeon  to  submit  specimens  of  blood  from  the  dead  animal 
to  immediate  microscopical  examination  at  the  offices  of  this 
Authority. 
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This  gesture  was  greatly  appreciated  as  it  enabled  the 
officer  to  establish  at  once  that  the  cause  of  death  was  de¬ 
finitely  not  due  to  anthrax.  It  was  agreed  by  the  officer  of 
the  Ministry,  the  Representative  from  Edinburgh  Zoo  and  officers 
of  this  Authority  that  the  dead  animal  should  be  removed  to  the 
Zoo  where  a  post  mortem  would  establish  the  exact  cause  of 
death.  All  precautions  were  observed  with  regard  to  the  disposa} 
of  all  hay  and  straw  which  had  been  placed  on  board  along  with 
the  animals  in  the  African  port.  It  is  perhaps  interesting  to 
record  that  the  Zoo  Representative  estimated  that  the  loss  sus¬ 
tained  by  the  death  of  the  animal  would  be  approximately  £350. 


DESTRUCTION  OF  CAT 

S/S  "HENDRIK**  arrived  from  Aqaba-Suez  and  Susa  on  30th 
December,  1960.  Later  that  day  members  of  the  crew  notified 
the  Rodent  Operator  that  a  cat  had  boarded  the  vessel  when 
loading  operations  were  almost  completed  in  Susa.  They  had  en¬ 
deavoured  to  capture  it  so  that  it  could  be  put  ashore,  but  it 
had  apparently  shown  signs  of  attacking  them  and  it  eventually 
disappeared  down  one  of  the  ventilators.  As  far  as  they  were 
aware  it  was  still  on  board;  the  Master  stated  that  he  had  no 
knowledge  of  any  animal  boarding  the  vessel  and  it  had  not  been 
declared  on  the  Ship*  s  Manifest.  As  Rabies  is  generally  present 
among  some  species  of  animals  in  North  Africa  it  was  thought 
advisable  to  notify  the  Ship* s  Agent,  HvM.  Customs  &  Excise 
(Waterguard)  and  River  Police.  Some  days  later  a  cat  was 
sighted  at  the  bottom  of  one  of  the  ventilators  and  the  Ship*  s 
Agent  was  advised  to  seek  assistance  from  the  Royal  Society  for 
the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals.  One  of  their  officials 
succeeded  in  capturing  the  animal  and  we  were  informed  that  it 
had  been  destroyed.

A  cargo  of  Bog  Ore,  from  Denmark,  arrived  in  the  Port  29th 
May,  1961,  and  four  samples  were  taken  for  submission  to  Bacter¬ 
iological  Examination.  The  Bacteriologist  reported  ""that  in 
three  of  the  samples  a  considerable  number  of  Col i form  Organisms 
were  present;  no  trace  of  Organisms  of  the  Salmonellae  Groups 
found**.

Two  samples  of  Bog  Ore,  imported  by  the  Northern  Gas  Board 
from  Esbjerg,  Denmark,  on  board  the  M/V.  ""Olympia**  were  submitted 
to  Bacteriological  Examination,  25/9/61.  The  Bacteriologist 
returned  these  samples  as  showing  ""20,000  faecal  Col i form 
Organisms**.  Organisms  of  the  Salmonellae  Group  not  Pound. 
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It  was  reported  that  all  of  the  cargo  was  being  transported  to 
its  ultimate  destination  by  rail  and,  therefore  no  further 
action  was  taken.

The  attention  of  the  Master  was  drawn  to  the  necessity  of 
Locking  away  safely  all  Dangerous  Drugs  and  Preparations  while 
the  vessel  was  in  dry- dock  undergoing  extensive  repairs.  On 
examining  the  contents  of  the  Medicine  Locker  it  was  necessary 
to  point  out  to  the  Master  that  a  number  of  these  Drugs  had 
suffered  marked  deterioration  while  the  vessel  had  beeh  laid 
up  for  about  three  years  in  another  United  Kingdom  port.  It 
was  also  found  that  the  amount  of  Morphia  in  various  preparations 
on  board  exceeded  by  a  considerable  amount  that  which  would  have 
been  allowed  on  a  British  Owned  Vessel.  Under  these  circumstances 
the  Master  requested  that  the  Dangerous  Drugs  and  Preparations 
be  removed  ashore  into  the  custody  of  the  Port  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  The  Ship*  s  Agent  and  HvMv ! Customs  &  Excise  (Waterguard), 
were  notified  of  the  removal  and  the  Agent  was  requested  to 
authorise  destruction.  The  Agents  agreed  that  these  Drugs  should 
by  destroyed.  Accordingly  destruction  was  carried  out  by  incin¬ 
eration  or  pouring  into  the  drainage  system  at  these  offices  in 
the  presence  of  an  Officer  of  HvMviCustoms  &  Excise  (Waterguard); 
the  appropriate  Certificates  were  forwarded  to  Ship*  s  Agent  and 
HvMv' Customs  and  Excise  (Waterguard). 

Later  an  application  was  received  for  permission  to  procure 
a  new  supply  of  Dangerous  Drugs  for  the  S/S.  'T^ajla**  the  name 
under  which  the  vessel  was  now  registered  upon  change  of 
Ownership. 

S/S.  “Sycamore  miV\ 

Arrived  2nd  May.  1961,  after  being  laid  up  at  Dartmouth  for 
approximately  three  years. 

At  the  request  of  the  Master  a  quantity  of  Dangerous  Drugs 
were  brought  ashore  into  the  custody  of  the  Port  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 

Tlie  Drugs,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Ship*  s  Agent,  were 
later  destroyed  at  this  office  in  the  presence  of  an  Officer  of 
H. Mv .Customs  &  Excise  (Waterguard). 
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The  appropriate  Certificates  were  issued  to  Customs  & 

Excise  (Waterguard)  and  Ship*  s  Agent. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

SHIPBUILDING  AND  SHIP  REPAIRING  REGULATIONS.  1961 

Regulation  79(2)  requires  “in  every  shipyard  there  shall 
always  be  readily  available  during  working  hours  a  responsible 
person  or  responsible  persons  whose  duty  it  is  to  summon  an 
ambulance  or  other  means  of  transport  if  needed  in  cases  of 
accident  or  illness. 

Legible  copies  of  a  notice  indicating  that  person,  or  as 
the  case  may  be,  those  persons  shall  be  affixed  in  prominent 
positions  in  every  shipyard**. 

All  shipyards  and  ship  repairing  establishments  in  the  Port 
Health  District  have  been  visited  and  arrangeiments  made  to  have 
the  required  notices  posted  at  prominent  positions. 


WEAR  REFINERY  -  HENDON  DOCK 

A  complaint  was  received  on  the  1st  August,  with  regard  to 
an  offensive  smell  originating  at  the  above  premises.  The  weather 
at  the  time  was  very  warm  with  little  wind.  The  complaint  was 
made  by  the  owners  of  the  adjacent  premises  and  there  is  no 
doubt  but  that  the  weather  conditions  were  largely  responsible. 

These  premises  are  scheduled  as  an  offensive  trade  but  such 
complaints  are  comparatively  rare;  the  owners  take  all  possible 
precautions  and  add  a  preparation  known  as  “Alonask**  to  all 
edible  fats  during  processing  in  order  to  reduce  the  odour  as 
much  as  possible.  This  preparation  is  fairly  expensive  and  in 
addition  two  new  steam  -  jacket  fat  digesters,  of  a  more  hygienic 
type,  are  ready  for  installation. 

One  coal  fired  boiler  produces  steam  for  these  digesters  and 
a  number  of  observations  have  been  kept  to  determine  the  length 
of  times  of  the  emissions  of  smoke.  On  no  occasion  has  the  length 
of  time  been  in  excess  of  that  permitted  by  the  Regulations  and 
the  Management  have  given  a  firm  assurance  that  everything  possible 
is  being  done  to  comply  with  the  statutory  requirements. 
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HANCOCK  MUSEUM 
( NEWCASTLE- UPON- TYNE) 


Last  year  the  Curator  of  the  Museum  sought  the  assistance 
of  this  Authority  in  obtaining  a  number  of  carcases  of  Black 
Rats.  We  were  able  to  supply  about  forty  such  carcases  when  an 
infested  vessel  was  fumigated  within  a  short  time  of  this 
request  being  received.  A  number  of  these  specimens  have  now 
apparently  been  mounted  and  are  displayed  in  the  Museum:  the 
Museum  Authorities  have,  I  understand,  expressed  their  appre¬ 
ciation  in  their  Annual  Report,  1961. 


CORPORATION  QUAY 
ACCUMULATION  OF  REFUSE 


This  quay  is  now  frequently  used  by  a  aiipbuilder  for  the 
final  fitting  out  of  new  vessels  being  constructed  in  the  port. 

Inevitably  a  large  amount  of  refuse,  which  sometimes  con¬ 
tains  stale  food,  accumulates  on  the  quay. 

Recently  two  vessels  were  berthed  and  when  they  sailed  a 
considerable  amount  of  refuse  was  left  behind;  both  Owners 
denied  responsibility  and  it  was  necessary  to  request  the  River 
Wear  Commissioners  to  remove  same. 

This  request  was  promptly  complied  with.

In  two  instances  written  notice  of  the  requirements  of 
HvM.  Inspector  of  Factories  relative  to  the  lack  of  sanitary 
accommodation  was  forwarded  to  the  Owners  of  the  properties 
concerned;  in  the  other  instance  the  sanitary  accommodation 
was  to  be  provided  under  a  mutual  arrangement  by  another  firm 
which  was  carrying  out  a  large  re-construction  scheme. 

This  accommodation  has  now  been  provided  and  the  actual 
Owners  of  the  property  took  the  opportunity  to  also  provide  a 
new  sink  with  hot  water  supply  adjacent  to  the  Messroom  used  by 
their  workpeople. 

Verbal  instructions  were  issued  to  the  Owners  of  the  pre¬ 
mises  where  the  sanitary  accommodation  was  to  cleanse.  This 
requirement  was  complied  with  and  in  addition  the  Owners 
installed  new  flushing  facilities. 


NEW  DRAINAGE 

During  the  year  discussions  were  held  with  Representatives 
of  two  Oil  Companies  with  reference  to  major  alterations  which 
were  due  to  take  place  at  both  of  these  installations.

At  the  end  of  the  year  work  at  one  of  the  premises  was 
completed,  while  that  at  the  other  premises  was  still  in  progress. 

The  provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  at  two  other  pre¬ 
mises  has  also  received  attention.

Arrangements  were  concluded  with  officials  of  the  Cleansing 
Department,  County  Borough  of  Sunderland,  whereby  a  supply  of 
refuse  bins  were  placed  in  close  proximity  to  the  vessels  during 
their  stay  in  port.  These  bins  were  emptied  at  regular  intervals 
and  no  nuisance  occurred. 


LAUNCHES 

The  River  Wear  Watch  Commissioners  were  disbanded  during 

1961. 


The  larger  of  the  two  launches  wtiich  had  been  operated  by 
the  River  Wear  Watch  was  purchased  by  the  Watch  Committee  of 
the  County  Borough  of  Sunderland  and  is  now  manned  by  members 
of  the  County  Borough  of  Sunderland  Police. 

It  has  been  agreed  by  the  Watch  Committee  and  the  Chief 
Constable  that  the  use  of  the  Police  Launch  will  be  made  avail¬ 
able  to  the  Port  Health  Authority  whenever  required. 

A  charge  of  £1  will  be  made  on  each  occasion  the  launch  is 

used. 


The  use  of  the  launch  will  be  mainly  required  for  the 
following  purposes: - 

(1)  For  the  conveyance  of  injured  or  sick  personnel  from  vessels 
lying  at  the  buoys,  or  at  berths  where  it  may  be  difficult 
to  land  stretcher  cases,  to  the  pontoon  owned  by-  Austin  & 
Pickersgiir  s  (Wear  Dockyard),  where  they  could  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  a  waiting  ambulance.  It  has  been  agreed  that  if 
any  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  are  involved  the  launch  in 
which  the  patients  are  brought  ashore  shall  be  disinfected 
by  officers  of  this  Authority  as  soon  afterwards  as  possible. 

(2)  For  the  transporting  of  officers  of  this  Authority  up  River 
when  collecting  samples  of  River  Water  etc.,  for  submission 
to  Bacteriological  Examination,  when  checking  the  amount  of 
pollution  present  in  the  River  Water;  for  the  purpose  of 
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boarding  vessels  lying  at  the  buoys  which  do  not  have  a 
small  boat  in  attendance;  to  keep  under  continuous  obser¬ 
vation  those  vessels  infringing  the  terms  of  the  Dark  Smoke 
(Permitted  Periods)  (Vessels)  Regulations,  1958,  when  they 
are  proceeding  up  River  or  into  the  South  Docks. 

Such  observations  can  only  be  carried  out  efficiently  from 
a  following  launch. 


RIVER  &  SEA  POLLUTION 

During  the  year  it  was  possible  to  take  only  a  small  number 
of  Sea  Water  samples. 

No  high  counts  of  Colt  form  Bacilli  were  recorded  and  in 
every  sample  the  Bacteriologist  was  able  to  Report  ‘t)rganisms 
of  the  Salmonellae  Group  Not  Pound”. 

Inspections  made  of  the  Beaches  did  not  reveal  any  gross 
pollution  except  near  the  mouths  of  the  sewers.
